OF CZAR'S MURDER 


Gen. Diederichs Tells How the 
Bolsheviki Killed Him and 
All His Family. 


BUTCHERED IN A CELLAR 


Called from Their Beds and 
Killed by Bullets, Bayonets 
and Rifle Butts.

PARIS, July 81.—All doubt as to the 
fate of the Russian Czar and the Im- 
pertal farhily at the hand of the Soviets 
appears to have been put at rest by 
the investigation of General Diederichs, 
Cointriander of the Czechoslovak troops, 
recently repatriated from Siberia. 

For several months Gerieral Diederichs 


was stationed in the district fn which. 


lies Ekaterinhurg. After examining more 
than a thousand documents, after talk- 
ing with priests who were 
members of the Imperial family in their 
last days, and after réceiving the testi- 
mony of the widow of one of the mur- 
derers, General Diederichs comes to 
the conclusion that Nicholas and his 
family were brutally murdered and their 
bodies buried. During the progress of 
General Diedreichs’s investigation, he 
gave out from time to time the main 
facts he had discovered. 

Now, when the question of making 
peace with the Soviet Government is on 
everyone's. tongue, a summary of Gen- 
eral Diederichs’s investigation is pub- 
lished by the Revue des Deux Mondes 
for the purpose, it says, of giving the 
lie to Bolshevist statements that the 
Czar still lives. .General Diederichs is 
quoted as saying: 

“The Soviets had decided to transport 
the Imperial. family from Tobolsk, 
where it had been kept prisoner since 
its departure from Tsarskoe-Selo, to 
Ekaterinburg in the Urals. The order 
of departure was executed partially on 
April 26, the day on which a party of 
prisoners left Tobolsk..-to- arrive at 
Ekaterinburg April 30. This date was 
carved by the Empress on a window sill 
and marked with a cross in the cham- 
ber she occupied at Tobolsk. 

Empress Remained with Her Sen. 

“At the moment when the order for 
departure arrived at Tobolsk the Czare- 
vitch was seriously sick. The Empress 
found herself before the alternative of 
leaving with the Emperor or of staying 
with her sick child.

There were the milling and 
the shouting of a crowd, estimated at 
56,000 persons, gathered both inside and 
outside the gates to bid the prelate fare- 
well. There were the efforts of police 
and detectives to settle the outbreak 
between pro and anti-Irish elements. 
And lastly there was the dramatic 
entry of the Archbishop himself whose 
“*God bless you, my men. Keep calm,” 
restored order on the liner’s deck. 

Rumors of the impending disorders. had 
reached the police through the threat of 
the Baltic’s Cooks and Steward's Union 
to strike if Archbishop Mannix were 
permitted to board the ship; and the re- 
taliatory threat of the liner’s firemen 
to strike if he were denied passage. So 
the authorities were prepared. Reserves 
of police were sent to Pier 60, in the 
North Rivet at Twenty-first Strest, and 
detectives from Police Headquarters 
were stationed on ship and pier to aid 
the company’s private force. 

Crowd Gathers Early. 

The crowd began to gather early and 
by 12 o’clock 3,000 men, women and 
children had passed the gates, while 
fully 2,000 more, including the 69th Regi- 
ment band, were gathered outside. 

The women were mostly under thirty 
years of age. They wore green and 
white costumes and nearly all of them 
carrieg@ Irish flags oor cardboard 
placards denouncing England for her 
treatment of Ireland.

He leaned over 
the rafl and hissed.

South American Mysteriously

HER WOUNDED ESCORT HELD 


He and Young Woman Agree on 
Story of Attack on Them 
and Suicide. 


Dr. José Arenas, of Bogota, Colom- 
bia, reputed to be well-to-do, who 
arrived in New York four or five months 
ago, was shot and killed in his home, 
a living room with an alcove bedcham- 
ber, on the first floor of 116 West Seven- 
tleth Street, shortly before 6 o’clock last 
night, less than a block from the house 
in which Joseph Bowne Elwell was mur- 
dered, 

A young woman who said she was 
Miss Ruth Jackson, 20, a chorus girl, 
of 129 West 103d Street, was slightly 
wounded in the right breast by a bullet. 
She was taken to Roosevelt Hospital by 
Ignacio Marti, who said he had been 
t with her at 00. West 104th Street.

it arm. 

Marti told the police tft Miss Jackson 
Was the wife of Eimer Schultz, an auto- 

@ salesinan, of Toledo, Ohio, whom 
left about four months ago. Marti 
and she were held as material witnesses, 
“Three bullets penetrated the body of 
Dr. Arenas. Two, separated by about 
an inch, were in the. left breast. One 
was in the right temple. 

Miss Jackscn, in the hospital, and 
Marti in the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Police Station, agreed in their state- 
ments that the dead man fired the 
bullets at them and then killed him- 
self. 

Autopsy to Throw Light. 

Dr.- Benjamin Schwartz, First Assist- 
ant to Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Med- 
ical Examiner, said that he could not 
tell until he had ‘performed an autopsy 
this morning whether either or both of 
the bullets that pierced the chest had 
penetrated the heart. 

“If either of those two bullets in the 
chest pierced the heart,’’ Dr. Schwartz 
said, ‘‘It would have been impossible 
for the doctor to have killed himself. 
It is impossible to tell without an au- 
topsy what direction the bullets took.” 

All three- wounds were close-contact 
ones. There were powder stains on the 
dead man’s shirt and in the close-clipped 
black hair on his Might temple. The 
police said his wounds and those of the 
man and ‘the woman apparently were 
caused by bullets from the same re- 
volver. This was a weapon of foreign 
manufacture of a design and make un- 
familiar to Captain Arthur A. Carey of 
the Homicide Squad and other detec- 
tives who were working on the case. 

In his statement to the police Marti 
said he had been a bookkeeper in a 
bank, but that he had not worked for 
some time. He said that he lived at 
157 West Sixty-seventh Street until four 
days ago, when he went to live. with 
Miss Jackson at the 104th Street ad- 
dress. He said that after she left her 
husband in Toledo and came to New 
York -he introduced her to the doctor. 

Marti asserted that the doctor told 
Miss Jackson that there was a young 
woman in Cuba with whom he was in 
love. He explained that after living 
with the .doctor for some time Miss 
Jackson left the doctor for him.

MARION, Ohio, July 31.—Senator 
Warren G. Harding began his front 
porch campaign for the Presidency this 
afternoon with an address to 2,000 fac- 
tory. workers, business men and farm- 
ers, members of the Richland County 
Harding and Coolidge Club. 

Although the Republican candidate 
called for a repeal of the excéss profits 
tax and a revision of taxation gerier- 
ally, together with a guarded reference 
to a protective tariff, he offered no 
remedy for the tax situation. 

“We ought to make wealth bear its 
full share of tax burdens. and we ever 
will” he seid. ‘“I doubt ff thé excess 
profits tax for war precisely accom- 

plishes: the end we seek in peace, al- 
though we do not disagree about its 
worthy, intent. I would; recom- 
mend & change, but I not yét pre- 
pared to suggest an equitable substitute, 
although I should have no hesitancy in 
asking Congress to seek the earliest pos- 
sible solution.’ 

The Senator also struck at Demo- 
cratic campaign iiterature now circulat- 
ing in Ohio giving extracts. of his re- 
marks in the Senate in 1317 and con- 
veying the impression that he favored 
production of wheat at a dollar a 
bushel. 

‘“‘I am not so annoyed at the silly 
untruth as I am distressed at the af- 
front to-ordinary intelligence,”’ he said.

‘If the basis os the cuiiviehe’ calou- 
lations be accepted as proper, an 
analysis of the resulta of operation for 
carriers in the Eastern group during 
the first four months of the culendar 
year 1920 indicates that the Hastern 
carriers were conservative in estimating 
their revenue néeds. It will be recalled 
that these carriers, after finally ‘ ad- 
justing ' the figures for the constructive 
yoar, arrived at a net railway operating 
income of $18,008,219. The actual re- 
sults of operation for the first four 
months of the current calendar year 
show a net railway operating deficit of 
$870,210. Because of unusual conditions 
that obtained in the Eastern group dur- 
ing the early part of the year, it is 
unsafe to assume that the results for 
the first four months fairly indicate 
what the results will be for the year, 
and the figures are referred to merely 
to show that during this period the 
situation was even more unfavorable 
than the carriers predicted.

The 
figure $184,939,759 reflects adjustments 
subsequent to the questionnaire. 

“It will be observed,’’ says the com- 
mission, ‘‘ that on the basis of the pre- 
dictions of the carriers, the net railway 
operating income for this district wiil 
be approximately $350,000,000 lower than 
the annual sum to which they claim to 
be entitled. They estimated that a gen- 
eral increase of approximately 24 per 
cent. -in freight revenue was required to 
return the ammount claimed. 

“* During the six years ended 1917 the 
railway operating income of the carriers 
averaged $386,000,000 annually. During 
the four years ended 1915 it averaged 
$347,000,000 annually; during the years 
1916 and 1917 it averaged $464,000,000 
annually; in 1918 it dropped to $350,- 
320,339; and in 1919 it declined further 
to $302,857,219. During the six years 
ende@ 1917 the operating ratio ranged 
frorfi 62.69 to 67.68, in 1918 it rose to 
78.14, in 1919 to 80.90 and for the first 
four months of 3820 to 86.06. 

*‘ The carriers: estimate that the wage 
atvard made by the Labor Board under 
late of July 20, 1920, will add approxi- 
mately $234,840,000 annually to thé op- 
erating expenses of the carriers in the 
Western group. This is equivalent to 
11.2 per cent. of the total railway oper- 
ating revenue of the Western carriers, 
as finally adjusted by them for the 
constructive year.”’

Paasenger fares were increased to a 
minimum rate. of 3 cents per mile on 
June 10, 1918, resulting in an increase of 
50 per cent: where 2 cents per mile was 
the basic fare, 20 per cent. where 2% 
cents applied, and no increase where 
the fare was 3 cents or higher.

The 
statement submitted by the Pullman 
ompany shows that beginning with the 
fhird week of June there @vas a uc- 
tioy in the revenue as compared with 
the same weeks of the previous B m3 
whereas, during the period from March 
1.to June 15 the earnin in 1918 were 
greater than in 1917. ese figures ap- 
pear in part at least to sustain the con- 
tention that the surcharge operated to 
reduce revenues.

Method of Freight Increase. 


In dealing with the subject of freight 
rate increases, the commission’s report 


reads: 

“In their original applications the 
carriers proposed general percentage in- 
creases in fréight rates in the respective 
groups as follows: Eastern, 30 per 
cent.; Southern, 31 per cent.; Western, 


24 per cent. 

‘Following such general percentage 
increases, they indicate their willing- 
ness, where necessary, to revise rates 
to restore in so far as 1s deemed prac- 
ticable existing recognized relationships 
and differentials, and as to coal and 
grain in certain important situations 
such readjustments are proposed in 
this proceeding. It is stated that the 
percentage method is not only on the 
whole the fairest to all interests by 
distributing the burden in proportion 
to the haul, but that it is the only way 
in which the desired increased revenue 
may be obtained without complications 
and delays due to tariff difficulties 
and to the lack of accurate statistics 
from which to determine the amount 
of revenue which may reasonably be 
expected from flat or maximum in- 
creases on particular commodities. 

‘“‘Many shippers have directed their 
testimony and ar ent principally to 
the method of creasing the rates 
rather than to the amount of the in- 
creases. Shippers are far from unani- 
mous in their views and may be divided 
into three eee:

have been general increases in the 
prices of practically all commodities, in 
Wages and in the charges for nearly 
all services, and that differentials should 
not be made an exception to the rule; 
and that as inereased operating costs 
are the underlying reason for the pro- 
posed increased rates, the additional 
service represented by the differential, 
being more expensive than heretofore,

‘* The adoption of specific increases in 
cents per unit instead of percentage ad- 
vances will, of course, maintain existing 
relationships. However, the _ carriers 
almost uniformly oppose this method, 
and is not generally advocated by 
shippers. Further, the difficulty of its 
adoption is apparent because of the lack 
of reliable statistics from which to de- 
termine the probable a revenue 
from a given increase, ould also 
be noted that every one who advocated 
this method insisted that flat increases 
be applied but once to combination rates.

REPLY ON SAGHALIN 


Newspapers Say Note Declares 
‘Occupation of Russian Ter- 
ritory Is Temporary. 


BUT WILL NOT BE HALTED 


Japan Patrols Sent Out to Protect 
Fishermen on the Kamchatka 
Coast from Bolshevist Raids. 


TOKIO, July 31 (Associated Press).— 
Outlines of Japan’s answer to the note 
of the United States relative to, Japan’s 
intention to occpy Saghalin; Siberia, 
are printed today by the newspapers, 
which report that the reply was drawn 
up at yesterday’s Cabinet meeting. 

According to the newspaper accounts, 
the answer, in pointing‘out Japan’s 
policy, will say that occupation is un- 
avoidable to maintain her national 
privileges and that the decision to 
occupy the island will not be changed. 

It is reported also that the reply will 
again emphasize that Japan «has no 
territorial ambitions and that the occu- 
pation would be only temporary, until 
a stable Government was established in 
Russia. 

E. W. Frazar, American President of 
Sale & Frazar, Limited, a Japanese 
judicial company, has. notified the 
United. States and Great Britain that 
his company has requested the Japa- 
nese Government to furnish protection for 
the extensive Japanese fisheries on the 
coast of Kamcnatka, which are financed 
by Sale & Frazar. 

The arrival of the American note on 
Japanese occupation of additiona: Rus- 
sian territory, especially the northern 
half of Saghalin Island, ha» suddenly 
created a strong interest in the situa®on 
in the northeastern districts of Siberia. 

It is announced that Japan has already 
sent warships to patrol the Kamchatka 
coast to protect the fisheries, and proba- 
bly will also organize land patrols this 
coming Winter composed of reservist 
Japanese fishermen, who ordinarily re- 
turn to Kokkaido when the Summer’s 
salmon fishing Is over. 

Following the burning of Japanese 
fishing stations on the Okhotsky sea- 
coast by Bolsheviki, including two of 
the Frazar stations, the Bolsheviki, ac- 
cording to information reaching Tokio,

Thereafter tney are reported to 
have been repulsed by Eskimos before 
heing able to traverse the Bering 
Sea and reach Alaska.

Charged with personating a prohibition 
enforcement officer, Charles S. Santinl, 
#0 years old, who sald he was a real 
estate man at 2,386 Belmont Avenue, the 
Bronx, was arrested yesterday in the 
Federal Building by John J. Quigley, 
Assistant Federal Supervising Prohibi- 
tion Agent. Arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Hitchcock, he was held in $5,000 
bail for a hearing next Thursday. 

Mr. Quigley said that Santini has been 
fraternizing with prohibition agents both 
at the Federal Building and at the Cus- 
tom House, posing as a revenue agent 
from Washington.

TRAFFIC IS LIGHT 
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ON BURNED BRIDGE 


Both Roadways Open, However— 
Partial Elevated Service Is 
Promised Wednesday. 


Guided by the official announcements 
concerning the damaged condition of 
Williamsburg Bridge, due to the fire 
of last Thursday, many vehicles and 
pedestrians kept away from the structure 
yesterday, and there was no such con- 
fusion as occurred on Friday when the 
police reserves were called on to handle 
the crowds. 

The damage caused by ‘the fire’ still 
prevented the operation’ of elevated 
trains and. surface. cars originating in 
Manhattan. Surface cars from Brook- 
lyn, however, were operated across the 
bridge and both roadways were open. 
The traffic was light. : 

Many. elevated trains were re-routed 
to Brooklyn: Bridge, while other trains 
discharged their passengers at the 
Marcy Avenue elevated station. The 
passengers received transfers to sur- 
face cars which carried them across the 
bridge. It was &pparent that the people 
who were accustqmed to use the bridge 
daily used other routes to take them ta. 
their destinations. The surface cars on 
hand were able to care for those who 
wanted to cross the bridge. There were 
no ,jitneys and sightseeing buses in 
operation. 

A foreman of the force of men now at 
work on the bridge reported that the 
work of repairing the structure was be 
ing délayed because of tle.difficulty fn 
obtaining iron and steel. The working- 
men handled three loads of ties and 
lumber that were delivered late Friday. 
The work of putting down new ties in 
the place of those burned charred 
will go forward rapidly. 

The removal of the twenty-nine cable 
‘‘ stringers ’’ on the north side of the 
bridge was begun yesterday morning. It 
is expected that new ties will be in 
place in two or three days. 

Congestion at Brooklyn Bridge be- 
cause of the diversion of passengers from 
Williamsburg Bridge was reported as 
slight yesterday. 

William S. Menden, General Manager 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit, said t 
partial service might be resumed on the 
elevated tracks of the Williamsburg 
Bridge late Tuesday or early on 
Wednesday. About 800 feet of track has 
to be removed. 


HISTORY TEACHER ENDS LIFE 


Hiness Would Make Him 
Burden on Wife. 


Fearing that a long illness would 
make him a burden to his wife, Willard 
D. Shannahan, a teacher of history at 
Morris High School and formerly an in- 
structor at Colgate University went to 
the attic of his home at 1,956 Bogart 
Avenue, the Bronx, while his wife and 
daughter were asleep, and ended his life 
by shooting himself in the mouth. He 
left letters giving his wife instructions 


about his funeral. 

When Mrs. Shannahan came down- 
stairs yesterday morning she did not 
find her husband. She went to the attic, 
where it had been his habit to go in 
order to read undisturbed. She found 
Mr. Shannahan lying on the floor with 
a revolver by his side. She called Dr. 
Wallace McAdams, who found that the 
teacher had been dead for several hours. 

Mr. Shannahan was born in Troy, 
N. Y., 45 years ago, and was a graduate 
of Williams College. He taught at ‘a- 
rious public schools, and for a time was 
Principal ‘of an educatiorial institution 
at New Rochelle. He had occupied the 
chair at Morris High School for the 
past eleven years. ' 

For several weeks Mr. Shannahan had 
been complaining of not feeling well. 
When his wife went to the country a 
few weeks):ago- she urged him to 
along, but he preférred to remain in the 
city. A few days ago, just after Mrs. 
Shannahan’s return, her husband talked 
ot‘ going to the hospital, as he feared 
that he would be ill for a tong lime. 
The night before he took his life he ap- 
peared especially melancholy, and re- 
ferred several times to his fear of a 
long illness. 

One of the letters he left apparently 
‘was written some time ago and bore on 
the envelegs nee that it should 
be opened “‘ in cage of death.’’ In it he 
said that. he was sorry for the disaster, 
and asked for a burial ‘‘ without flow- 
ers or music.’’ 

Mr. Shannahan had been studying in- 
tensely all. Summer preparing a new 
book on a history course for children.

SYDNEY, N. S., July 31.—A. C. Ross, 
former member of Parliament for North 


‘Cape Breton and Victoria, issued a state- 


ment today urging the yacht clubs of 


Nova Scotia to challenge the New York 


Yacht Club to a race for the America’s 
Cup, the series to take place in July of 
next year. Mr. Ross suggests that the 
yacht be built by popular subscription. 
He is at present in Montreal, and sug- 
gests that, if the challenge is accepted, 
the yacht sail under the colors of the 
Royal Cape Breton Yacht Club, of which 
Mr. Ross has been a lifelong member. 

In this connection Mr. Ross recalls 
the statement made by Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton on the day: following the last. race 
of the series between Shamrock IV. and 
Resolute to the efect that he would not 
challenge again for the’ America's Cup 
until next Summer for a series of races 
to be sailed in 1922, wishing to allow an 
opportunity for challenging on the part 
of any other club desiring so to do for 
the Summer of 1921. 


Canada has twice ce before challenged for 
the America’s Cup, and was defeated 


. 

both times. The Royal Canadian Yacht 
Club of Toronto challenged in 1876, and 
the. Countess of Dufferin, owned by a 
syndicate headed by the Vice Commo- 
dore of the club, Major Charles Gifford, 
raced against the Madeline, owned by 
John 8. Dickerson, then Commodore of 
the Brooklyn Yacht Club. Madeline won 
the first race by 10 minutes 59 seconds. 
An interesting feature of; the second 
race of this series was that the old 
America, which won the trophy for this 


country in 1851, accompanied the two/|’ 


contenders over the course. Not. only 
did the Madeline beat the Countess of 
Dufferin by the ample margin of 27 
minutes 14 seconds, but the America, 
too, crossed the line ahead of the Cana- 
dian challenger. 

The second Canadian challenge came 
in 1881, the Bay of Quinte Yacht. Club, 
a Lake Ontario organization, challeng- 
ing on behalf of. Alexander Cu rt. 
The -Mischief defended, and the Ata- 
lanta, challenging, was decisively de- 
feated in both races, held on Nov. 9 
and 10, 1881.

FINANCIERS SO REGARD IT 


Employes Likely to be Repre- 
sented on Board of Directors 
Under New System. 


- WORKERS GET FIRST CHANCE 


Shares Will Go to Them Ahead of 
Men on ‘Executive and 
Office Staffs. 


The ‘International Harvester Com- 
Pany’s. action in setting aside $60,000,000 
of its stock for distribution among the 
40,000 employes is considered in financial 
circles“as a direct bid by the manage- 
ment for increased efficiency and en- 
larged output. The annual gift of shares 
will fluctuate in amount in accordance 
with the size of the company’s profits. 
There is another incentive for hard work 


by the men eligible for the stock 
bonuses. .At the end. of the eight or ten 
years likely to pass before this hugh 
block of shares is distributed, the em- 
ployes will own an interest of slightly 
more than 20 per cent. of the corpora- 
’s stock, on the basis of current au- 
rized capital issues. A mindrity in- 
rest of this extent is usually entitled 
representation on the Board of Di- 
ors, and it may well be that 2 Di- 
rector from the employes will be on the 
board before the total bonus stock has 
been apportioned. 

The presence of executive officers” on 
Directorates is, of course, 2 common 
thing among corporations, but the Har- 
vester. profit-sharing program is so -dc- 
vised that the workers in factory, mine, 
gales offices and at the. blast furnaccs 
will receive a greater numerical mumber 
of shares than the men in executive or 
The officers and de- 
partment managers are to receive one- 
third and the wage earners two-thirds of 
the yearly disbursements.

tion than in the past. As Harold F. 
McCormick, President, ptt it: 

“~The Directors believe that the. plan, 
which is the result of careful considera- 


’ tion and thought on the part of execu- 


tives. and Directors of the company, ex- 
tending over long periods, will round out 
@ policy of relation with the company’s 
employes which should produce results 
highly satisfactory to both stockholders 
and employes. A plan put’ into effect 
by us in December, 1915, has demon- 
strated that the employes welcome an 
opportunity to become stockholders of 
the company. The plan just adopted is 
much more comprehensive than any- 
thing heretofore undertaken by us along 
this line, and, it is believed, will appea) 
strongly tothe Harvester organization. 
“ This distribution furnishes a distinct 
incentive to. each and every employe to 
do his full share, for upon individual 
effort and teamplay will depend in a 
large measure the amount of the annual 
extra compensation to each employe who 
is: entitled to participate.”’

Private Capital Going Ahead 
with Project Regardless of 
War Memorial Committee. ~ 


LINDENTHAL WRITES LETTER 


Points Out to Mayor’s Board the 
Great Monumental Possibilities 
6f Palisades Enterprise. 


Plans for a bridge over the Hudson 
from New York City to New Jersey are 
being prepared by private capital, re- 
gardless of the action of the Mayor’s 
Committee 'on . Permanent War Me- 
morial, according to a letter written to 
the committee by Gustav Lindenthal of 
25 Church Street, President of the North 
River Bridge Company. Mr. Lindenthal 
Says that, while the treatment of the 
bridge as a war memorial is an entirely 
separate consideration from the utili- 
tarian features of the project, never- 
theless, since the Art Committee’s first 
choice for a memorial was a_ bridge, 
he has studied the special features 
** showing the great monumental possi- 
bilities.’’ 

The North River Bridge Company, Mr. 
Lindenthal said, proposed to build the 
bridge under a perpetual Federal charter 
granted in 1890. The undertaking would 
be amortized and the United States 
Government would become the final 
owner at cost price in exchange for 3 
per cent. tax free bonds.

Tenement House Commissioner Frank 
Mann, Chairman of the Mayor’s Housing

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EMIGRATION POLICY 
OF EUROPE HITS U.S. 


Governments Controlling Move- 
ment According to Own 
Economic. Needs. 


OUR PARTICIPATION ASKED 


America as Home of Liberty on 
Wane, Says Miss Kellor—France 
Invites Itallans. 


Foreign governments are developing 
Policies which will tend to stimulate 
or retard emigration according to what 
fs best for themselves from the stand- 
point of labor necessities and -irnvest- 
ment possibilities in. other lands, is the 
word brought back from Burope by 
Miss Frances A. Kellor, a student of 
immigration problems, who has just re- 
turned home on the White Star liner 
Olympic. . Countries such as France 
and Italy are collecting first hand in- 
formaticn on conditions and opportuni- 
ties in foreign lands, which are pre- 
sented to — emigrants, she 
said. 

Miss Kellor, whe is Vice chiieiaats of 
the Interracial Council, said that “ the 
United States soon will have to enter 
into international conference with Eu- 
ropean nations, if it is not to become 
the victim of these highly intelligent 
plans on the part of foreign govern- 
ments.’’ 

‘The immigration to America for the 
time being will be as large as the Carry- 
ing capacity of vessels will permit,’’ she 
continued. ‘‘ The cost of living and un- 
certain economic conditions due to delay 
in reconstruction are the prime motives 
for coming to America. The desire of 
families to join their relatives and 
friends in America. is the second ruling 


‘cause of emigration to America. The} 


cost of passage due to exchange rates 
is, however, so high that it will prevent 
many from leaving Europe. 
Economic and Family Motives. 
“For .a year or so there will be a 


chaotic exodus—people trying to get 
away from uncertain conditions in their 


native countries, with.the inclination of! 


the Government to let those go who can. 
There is little talk of America as a 
political or religious refuge, and one 
sees that American prestige as a cuun- 
try of liberty and opportunity is: onthe 
wane.

‘The difference in quality is more 
important than the difference in totals, 


raising rates and counseling member 
banks to favor essential over non-essen- 
tial loans. For a time it seemed that 
the situation could not be controlled by 
the increase of rates, but steady pres- 
sure brought results, and new there are 
means in sight for moving crops of any 
size, without starving industry or trade. 

The Controller of the Currency has 
given his opinion that the Federal ‘Re- 
serve could expand its loans by $700,- 
000,000 on its present reserves, and 
could enlarge them more by trenching 
on reserves. It is a comfortable thought, 
but not a policy to be recommended. It 
is better to proceed with what some good 
banking house circulars call the “ stern ” 
policy of the Federal Reserve. It is a 
sternness as kind as wise, and tempered 
by consideration for all legitimate needs. 
The seasonal demands of the canning 
industry were met, for example, and the 
wool trade has received advances on its 
depressed staple. These are examples 
of what may be expected if strain de- 
velops, although there are no signs at 
all of such unrestrained access to funds 
as caused the inflation which has been 
prudently checked. Support as well as 
control is the policy of our financial au- 
thorities. What that means appears 
from contrast with the crisis in Japan. 
According to the Tokio advices, “the 
“present collapse of the market was 
“ precipitated by a sudden private order 
“from the Government, through the 
“Bank of Japan, to all other banks to 
“refuse for the time being practically 
“all credits and advances for commer- 
“cial, industrial, or any other purpose, 
“no matter what the rating of the ap- 
“plicant or the natute of its security 
“might be.” ‘Naturally acrisis fol- 
lowed. What is-happening hete is the 
gradual restoration to trade of the funds 
which have been absorbed in Govern- 
ment finances for reasons due to the 
war. Progress toward financial “ nor- 
maley ” is better than toward industrial. 
There are still physical obstacles to the 


struction to credit, But that, too, is in 
the way of “relief, with the daily ex- 
pected restoration of the credit of the 
railways and the increasing efficiency 
of their workers. 

We have promise of another year in 
which the value of the country’s agricul- 
tural products will equal the national 
debt. The physical.and financial move- 
ment of such values across the Conti- 
nent, and across seas for all. we can 
spare, tasks even the Federal Reserve, 
and could hardly be possible without it, 
or at least not without strain which al- 
ready seems behind us. It is an agree- 
able duty to uphold the Treasury and 
the Federal Reserve in a policy which 
has caused some financial unrest, as 
discipline usually does. Governor Harp- 
ING’s statement last week shows that at 
the first opportunity sympathy and en- 
couragement are expressed instead of the 
“ sternness " which originally was neces- 
sary. Until now the harvest has pro- 
ceeded most encouragingly, and only 
future events can cloud the expectation.

GREECE AND ITALY. 
The Greeks are reluctant to sign the 


Turkish Treaty because it turns over to 


Italy the Islands of the Dodecanesus, 


with their Greek population, which Italy 
has held since the Summer of 1912. An 
agreement between Greece and Italy 
covering all the numerous points at issue 
was made last year, when NiTT! was 
Premier in Italy and Tritton: Foreign 
Minister, and one of the articles in that 
agreement was the delivery of the islands 
to Greece after the conclusion of peace. 
The Greeks paid for them; they paid in 
an agreement allotting to Italy a consid- 
erable part of the southwestern corner of 
There are a good many 
Greeks in this territory, a great many 
more Turks, and virtually no Italians. 
Italy’s demand was economic; the Greek 
interest was ethnic. Neither was with-

Discontent over 
the prosperity of an unloved neighbor 
may help to explain the Italian change 
of front. 

But dissatisfaction here is unjustified. 
To begin with, there is no assurance that 
the Greeks will hold these additional 
oceupied regions. The Greek Army did

France, England 
and America must buy from Italy these 
islands in which nine-tenths of the popu- 
lation are Greek, and none at all Italian 
aside from the garrison and administra- 
tive officials. Italy’s need of wheat, 
raw materials and ¢redit must indeed 
be desperate if they have to be obtained 
by expedients such as this. Italy needs 
them and ought to have them, but will 
hardly get them by such methods. A 
somewhat more scrupulous observance of 
past engagements would command the 
confidence of powers who have these 
commodities rather than this effort to 
recover the ground lost when Italy took 
the Turks too seriously. 











THE PASSING OF DALY’S.

Within the sphere of his age, however, 
Day was an artist of the first order, 
and his equal has never since appeared. 
Seldom in any age has a playhouse been 
devoted more loyally to the spirit of 
wholesome beauty and the flush, warm 
splendor of remantic comedy. It is only 
a little over twenty years since he last 
faced the applause of an audience. He 
stood erect and gravely smiling, clad in 
a black sack coat that showed a streak of 
dust at the shoulder—doubtless the re- 
sult of lending a hand to the scene 
shifters. :

New Jersey is the little cassino in the 
political pack of cards. Not that its 
fourteen electoral votes are even indis- 
pensable to either political party, but 
because the sturdy little State has a be- 
setting habit of being always in the 
political limelight and of pointing out 
the way to success to other and larger 
States. The. President of the United 
States is from New Jersey and the poli- 
cies he initiated or promoted as Gov- 
ernor of that commonwealth, within a 
few months after taking office at Tren- 
ton, made him a figure of national im- 
portance as he has since become a per- 
son of international importance in the 
solution of the problems of a war-dis- 
tracted world. 

State Is Uncertain. 


New Jersey is an uncertain State. 
the Presidential election of 1916, which 
was a year of Democratic success, Jus- 
tice Hughes defeated President Wilson 
in his home State by 57,000.’ In 1919, 
which was a year of Republican suc- 
cess everywhere throughout the North, 
Mr. Edwards was elected Governor of 
New Jersey by 14,000. How it happened 
that: such results were scored in a State 
little given to political fickleness or 
hysteria may throw some light upon 
what is likely to happen in New Jersey, 
claimed volubly but not confidentially by 
both parties this year. 


The Lay of the Land.

Dr. Anderson Says It Would Do 
Harm in Time of Storm—Must 
Restore Gold Standard. 


U. S. COULDN'T USE IT ALONE 


In-Crises Foreign Drain on Our Gold 
Would Result—Perpetuate Dis-. 
tress of Fixed Incomes. 


“The great problem of sound money is 
the restoration through ‘the main com- 
mercial nations of the world of the old- 
fashioned gold standard. ‘Until this is 
accomplished schemes for . refinements 
of our monetary system must ‘be looked 
at askance. Monetary heresies, fiat 
money schemes, schemes for interna- 
tional currencies based: on war bonds, 
schemes for doing away -forever ~ with 
metallic standards and for. the substitu- 
tion of paper currencies suspended by 
some financial magic in midair—al 
these abound. No safe monetary system 
is possible which is not: based:-on the 
redemption of paper. money, on demand, 
in precious mietals, and practically, for 
the great commercial nations of the 
world. today, this means gold.’’ 

Dr. B. M. Anderson, Jr., economist for 
the Chase National Bank, thus sums up 
the currency problem which confronts 
the world today in an article to appear 
in the official publication of the Chase 
Bank for August. The article is de- 
signed to combat Professor Irving Fish- 
er’s “‘ stabilized dollar’’ theory, which, 
in brief, has for its basis the idea that, 
by varying the amount of gold in the 
dollar, prices for all commodities may 
be controlled to an extent which will 
eliminate price fluctuations. Professor 
Fisher holds that by increasing the 
amount of gold content in the dollar as 
commodity prices rise the rise will be 


checked, and, inversely, by reducing the 
gold content, declining prices will be ar- 
rested. Dr. Anderson, who, in his book, 
“The Value of Money,’’ took issue with 
Professor Fisher’s ‘‘ quantity theory of 
money’’ as set forth, in his work on 
‘“The Purchasing Power of Money,’’ 
opens disputes the Yale economist’s 
eas.

WORK CONTRACTS A HELP. 


| They Provide for Definite Employ- 


ment and Lessen Trouble. 


Although the making. of definite con- 
tracts with shopworkers has been of- 
ficially opposed even in the coat and suit 
industry, there are leading men in that 
business who see in them the solution 
of some of the present labor problems. 
For a long time, it is explained, the in- 
dustry has been struggling to find some 
means of guaranteeing steady work to 
the employes. When the possibilities of 
developing .an export trade were first 
seen there were those who figured that 
the problem was about to be solved. If 
goods could be manufactured for ex- 
port during the usual dull periods be- 
tween seasons it was felt the idleness 
in the industry might be reduced and 
practically year-arouhd work assured. 
This result, however, did not material- 
ize, though it is claimed that the full 
possibilities of an export trade have not 
yet been tried out. ° :

In other words, the labor rate on 
seasonal production would be higher 
than when production was on a year- 
around basis, and the seasonal manu- 
facturer would have to pay more for his 
labor when he wanted it the manu- 
facturer who kept his forces almost con- 
stantly ¢émployed. Another objection 
brought up is the danger of employes 
slipping from seasonal jobs to those of- 
fering steadier employment. 


GARMENT BUYING IMPROVES. 


Slightly Lower Prices Have Helped 
Business Here of Late. 


With the ending of July, it may be 
said for the manufacturers of women’s 
ready-to-wear garments that conditions 
are not quite so bad as they looked 
when the month opened. During the 
past two weeks the business taken by 
the garment trades was something less 
than satisfactory, compared to the 
standards of last year, but, on the 
whole, was close to the purchases made 
in normal years. The dress trade, for 
instance,” réport# tM@t orders are gen- 
erally about 25 per cent. less than last 
year. The price basis is about the 
same, so it must be figured that quan- 
tities taken are one-quarter short. In 
the suit line about the same story is to 


be told although the demand is under- 
stood to be a little better than in 
dresses. 

When buyers started comi into the 
market early in the month tr hesi- 
tancy in purchasing was not regarded 


as a good sign, At that time they were lo 


apt to take down a few style numbers, 
but plage no orders. Their common 
comment was that prices were too h 
and would have to lower if they were to 
make purchases.

‘* Claims for cancellation adjustments 
are still being received by the Bureau, 
but in a much smaller number than 
wag the case a month ago. Until trade 
conditions are materially improved the 
bureau will continue to hear these dis- 
putes and suggest satisfactory adjust- 
ments. There is no question that the 
bureau, in its recent work, has played 
an important part in stabilizing the 
silk industry and that it has prevented, 
so far as lies within its province, the 
evil of speculating against future mar- 
ket prices. 

‘The work of the bureau. has shown 
the possibilities of a broader helpful- 
ness to the trade and, us a result of 
the confidence which it has gained 
throughout the silk industry, it is pre- 
paring to solve other problems of gen- 
e commercial importance. .In this 
wider field, for instance, the members 
last week took up the question of a uni- 
form sales contract, now being drafted 
for adopticn in the silk industry. It 
will endeavor to eliminate many of the 
factors which have hitherto occasioned 
more or less criticism ainst the ex- 
isting contract system. omplaint has 
been made that many of the present 
rules are too complicated, and that they 
are often Sag er to the buyer. The new 
contract is ing drawn up to remove 
these difficulties and to just and 
equitable for both the buyer and the 
seller. The contract, when accepted by 
the bureau, will be submitted to the 
members of the association with a rec- 
ommendation that it be adopted.” 

Another matter of general trade inter- 
est which came before the bureau last 
week was a request from the. National 
Retall Dry Goods Association that the 
Silk Association take some action to 
guarantee prices. The dry goods asso- 
ciation made the complaint that one 

rominent manufacturer had declined to 

o 80. Many manufacturers, it is said,. 
are guaranteeing prices, but there has: 
never been any obligation that they do 
so. If done, it is a matter of individual’ 
action. The guaranteed-price method 
would protect the retailer from loss in 
times of falling prices by the adjust- 
ment of the contract price, by the man- 
ufacturer, on future deliveries. In its 
reply to this request the Bureau of Con- 
tracta expres itself, in part, as fol- 


we: 

‘Tt is obvious that a system of guar- 
anteed prices encourages overspecula- 
tion, inasmuch as the buyer would 
thereby be induced to place ordera in 
excess of his conservative needs on the 
theory that if prices should advance 
he would reap a speculative profit, 
whereas, if prices should fall, the loss 
would be borne by the manufacturer.” 

Attention was also called to the fact 
that no mention had been e of the 
possibility that in times of advancing 
prices the retailer should likewise read- 
just the contract by paying an increased 
price to the manufacturer. 

A striking example of the beneficial 
work by the bureau toward eradicating 
unscrupulous methods was recently dis- 
closed when a subscriber to the bureau 
was asked by a customer for a price 
adjustment. The customer stated that 
two other large silk houses, subscribers 
to the bureau, had granted him adjust- 
ments. When the case was_ submitted 
to the bureau it was shown that no ad- 
justment of prices had been given to 
this firm as stated, and that the firm’s 
name had never appeared on the books

Government Stepping In. 

The prospect of Government compul- 
sion of production is not one that mill 
owners and other operators like to face, 
and yet im certain of the textile indus- 


tries the chance of such a step is, by. no}: 


means overlooked. Not much discus- 
sion of the economic move is heard out- 
side these industries, but the occasional 
hints which have reached the ears of the 
manufacturers have been sufficient to 
stir up considerable comment among 
them. It would not be correct to say 
that the manufacturers of woolens, cot- 
tons and silks have any great fear that 
the Government will compel them to 
keep operating whether there are orders 
or not, but, judging from their remarks 
on the subject, they recognize that the 
semi-public character of the service they 
render in producing necessities may lay 
them open to lations unt t of 
before the war. d one woolen repre- 
sentative: 

‘“*It would be folly for the fabric 
manufacturers to overlook the changes 
which have occurred in the gee point 

vern- 
ment regulation has spread in all man- 
ner of directions. The manufacturer of 
materials used in clothing is conducting 
a business that is semi-public in char- 
acter, because he is providing something 
the public actually needs. 

‘* Before the war the paramount in- 
terest of the manufacturer was either 
to satisfy himself or his stockholders in 
the matter of earnings. Then labor had 
to be considered, even to the point of 
including its representatives on the gov- 
erning groups of manufacturing organ- 
ization. The next step, and it is one 
that has already taken, is to let 
the public in. This move spelis the 
death of production manipulation, either 
for the purpose of keeping prices high 
or to keep labor in its place. 

43 the most radical thinkers in

THOSE WERE THE 
‘GOOD OLD DAYS’ 


Back in 1913, the Last “ Nor- 
mal Year,” the High Cost of 
Living Was Unknown. 


‘Unusually large reductions,” ‘‘ pro- 
nounced reductions,’’ ‘‘ pre-inventory 
sale,’’ ‘‘ extraordinary clearance,” and 
“final clearance’’ are some of the 
phrases to be gleaned from a survey of 
store advertising that appeared during 
July and August in 1913, the year before. 
the war. One-third to one-half off were 
among the reductions announced, but 
the offer of discounts in those amounts 
does not appear. Neither is reference 
made to the high cost of living. The 
main issue then was the tariff. It was 
handled this way by a large concern 
under the heading of ‘‘ Tariff Year In- 
ventory Clearaway ’’: 

‘‘ Taking the bull by the horns is the 
only wise and courageous course for the 
men threatened or the merchant who 
looks forward to such a4 radical change 
as is inevitably coming when the new 
tariff bill is passed. And so—all this 
month—there will be important news 
and bulletins telling of the stirring price 
reductions that are made to distribute 
vast quantities of our six million dollar 
stock.”’ 

Another store told of the effort being 
made to clean up stocks even earlier 
than usual that Summer, as an explana- 
tion of its liberal reductions. 

About that time several of the larke 
retail stores were on the point of mov- 


inventory and clearance sales were also 
described as removal sales. But with 
the many good reasons the stores found 
then to attach unusual significance to 
their reductions, neither the headlines 
nor the body matter of the advertise- 
ments were’ reproduced in exceptionally 
large type, or as large in fact as that 
used now for simple appeals. The 
usual Sunday advertisement, featuring 
reductions for Monday, ran about one- 
half of a page. In one announcement 
describing furniture at ‘‘ exactly half 
price’’ only a medium size body type 
was used. In this offering was a ma- 
hogany chiffonier at $33.50. The article 
was 34 inches wide, with a mirror 16x 
22 inches, and a lower drawer cedar 
lined. 

In a quarter page ‘‘ad’’ the following 
values were announced by a leading spe- 
cialty store: Summer dresses, $4 to $15, 
formerly $5.95 to $32; street dresses, 
$12.45 to $19.75, formerly $19.75 to ; 
suits, $10 to $24 y eee O $19.75 to $5: 
coats, $7.50 to 15, former y $15 to $22.50; 
silk blouses, $ 75 to $7.50, formerly §3 
to $11.50; tan.walking boots, $3.50, for- 
merly $5 and $6; sweater coats, $5, 
and $7.50, formerly $7.85 and $12.75; 
trimmed hats, §3 to $30, formerly $6 to 
muslin underwear, 98 cents to 

10.50, formerly $1.50 to $18. 

‘““At the greatest known reductions ”’ 
another specialty store was closing out 
cloth coats and silk wraps at the flat 
price of $10, former values having been 
up to $49.50. The same store advertised 
a well-known brand of women’s silk 
underwear at $2.50, priced previously at 
$3.50 and $3.95. Still another offering 
was pure thread silk hose, with deep 
lisle top, garter welt and lisle sole, at 
the specia eg of 45 cents. 

The reduction sale of a lower Broad- 
way specialty store named values that 
even in these days would be considered 
as ‘“‘ stiff’’ prices. They announced, for 
instance, embroidered waists, which reg- 
ularly sold at from $15 to $125, at from 
$10 to $75. Tailored suits comprised an- 
other offering: Former prices were from 
$75 to $150 and sale prices to $50. 

_ Lingerie dresses were featured in 
good deal of the advertising. One store

DELIVERY COSTS HIGH. 


in Some Cases 30 Cents is Spent in 
Sending a Package. 


It costs from 5% to 30 cents for a 
store to deliver &@ package to a cus- 
tomer, according to the answers received 
from a questionnaire sent out by the 
National Retail Dry Goods Association 
to its members. Thirty-three stores were 
asked how much ft cost them. These 
stores, each of which does a business 
of more than $1,000,000 annually, gath- 
ered their statistics and sent in the re- 
sults to the Bureau of Research and In- 
formation of the association, The re- 
sult, as. shown by the Bureau in a 
chart it has prepared, indicates that for 
16 of the 83 stores, the cost of delivery 
per package is 12 to 15 cents. For 
eight of them the cost fs 15 to 18 cents. 
Tt cost four stores less than 10 cents 
to deliver a package, two ft cost 10 to 
12 cents, two 18 to 25, and two more 
than 26 cents. 

The stores..in the list were represen- 
tative of all sections of the country. 
The statistics, it was pointed out, show 
the result of careful accounting, and 
include practically every expense con- 
nected with the delivery of the pack- 
#ge,. Buch as the package collector's 
Wages, shipping department wages, &c. 
These stores which show a per package 


cost of less than 10 cents, however, did 
not include in their reckoning such items ‘ 
as rental. :

MUCH MACHINERY IDLE. 


Many of the Country’s Woolen 
Looms Are Not Now in Use. 


The report of the Bureau of Census 
of the Department of 
active and idle wool machinery as of 
July 1, taken from the reports of 908 
manufacturers, shows the percentage of 
idle looms, cards, combs and spinning 
spindles at its highest point for the 
year, Except in the rug and carpet di- 
vision, there is also a marked falling off 
in the number of machines on double 

In the looms classified as wider than in 
50-inch reed space, the figures for J uly 
1 show that 26,021 were idle, or 42.5 per 
cent. of the country’s total. On June 1 
only 26.8 per cent. were idle; on May 
1 the percentage was 15.2 per cent. The 
highest point of production was in 
February, when but 12.2 per cent. were 
idle. The April 1 report. showed the

MAY RESUME WOOL SALES. 


Plans Now Under Way to: Dispjose 
of New Australian Clip. 


New proposals have been made by the 
Prime Minister of Australia for the re- 
sumption in the Commonwealth of wool 
auction sales after Oct. 1, 1920, under 
restrictions which would prevent the 
wool owned by the British Government 
(balance of 1916-17, 1917-18, 1918-19 and 
1919-20 clips) being sold in competition 
with the 1920-21 clip, which will be free 
‘of Government control. The main 
features of the new plan follow: Export 
of 1920-21 wool to be prohibited until 
Oct. 1, 1920; public auctions of wool in 
Australia (new clip only) to be resumed 
after that date, and auctions of Aus- 
trali wool in London to be suspended 
from Oct. 1 to May 1, 1921. 

About 1,500,000 bales of the four clips 
acquired by the Imperial Government 
remain unshipped in Australia, accord- 
ing tea Trade Commissioner A. A. Fer- 
rin, who is at Melbourne. Of this 
amount 500,000 bales are low grade. It 
is provided in the new proposals that

At last, writes Professor Otto Braun 
in the Frankfurter Zeitung of July 7, 
some 400 German college teachers have 
got together and issued a pronounce- 
ment for democracy and in favor of the 
Weimar constitution. These progressive 
elements of German college life intend 
to back up the New College League 
founded last Spring for the purpose of 
counteracting the strong conservative 
and reactionary influence of the Col- 
lege Association, an older organization 
of college teachers.

The Greeks are a proud and intel- 
but, since the Trojan 
War, very largely distrusted. If you 
keep a poet, as the Romans did, you 
can ruin anybody's reputation.

are all the more distrustful. It is 
time, however, that this very brave 
people, forced by the rapacity of the 
world to look out for themselves, 
should be better understood. And 
Mr. Paxton Hibben, in his ‘* Con- 
stantine 1.,"" makes a brave effort 
to make them better understood. 
This volume was written in 1917, 
and suppressed by the careful cen- 
sorship ofthe Allies. It is easy to 
see why. It is even more valuable 
now than it would have been then. 
Mr. Hibben often shows too much 
veal and too much enthusiasm; he is 
also determined to show that, while 
he respects one King, he does not 
believe in Kings or in the business of 
Kings; he shows, however, in nearly 
every page of his book that a mon- 
archy is much safer for Greece than 
a republic. I recall the saying of a 
veteran diplomatist, who knew the 
inside history of certain republics 
and many monarehies. ‘* Under 





a monarchy,” he said, ‘‘ fools easily 





come to the surface, and they are 
easily handled for patriotic purposes; 
but in a republic the knaves gen- 
erally get on top, and the devil him- 
self would have a hard time with 
them.”" This, of course, was rather 
cynical, but it seems to be one of the 
lessons of Mr. Hibben’s researches 
in Baltic history, through the me- 
dium of Greece. We presume, then, 
that his apology for dedicating hir 
book fo a King was merely a tribute 
to the conventional opinion which is 
helping to make so many hypocri- 
sies. To try to prove that a King in 
the most trying circumstances, be- 
cause he had the position of a King, 
was the one man that during the 
war embodied the ideals of the 
Greek people, and to apologize for 
the existence of his Kingship, he is 
rather inconsistent. 

In 1917 it was well understood, 
behind the scenes, that nobody on 
earth would or could attempt to 
settle the Balkan imbrogiio with any 


chance of success except President 


Wilson. Mr. Hibben in his book sim- 
ply corroborates what everybody be- 
hind the scenes knew. English diplo- 
matists of the more intelligent kind 
dared not admit this, and, whatever 
French diplomatists in Europe might 
think of it personally, they were 
muzzled by the party in power, so far 
as the expression of this opinion 
went. There are several disgraceful 
pages in the record of the Allies dur- 
ing the war, on which even the re- 
cording angel, taking into considera- 
tion all the circumstances, will hesi- 
tate to blot; and one of these is the 
story of the treatment by the Eng- 
Nish and Freach of Greece, Serbia 
and Rumania.

on a cord. as shown by the two holes 
on the left half edge, were attached 
to the outside of the archives case.

The classification, cataloguing 
and filing of the great number of rec- 
ords concerning the temple's transac- 
tions were intrusted to a staff of 
archivists or registrars.’’ ~ It sounds 
most modern! 

And in all these files were to be 
found express-tags. What soiled and 
battered express tag from an express 
parcel in 1920 A. D. could be put on 
file in any well-appointed office? 

We of today. in sending off an ex- 
press package have to have an-extra 
system of slips and books and a 
double signing besides our tags to se- 
cure the transit of any goods. But 
each Babylonian—the sender and the 
recipient—was involved in only one 
mediam of record. The sender Kept 


came a well-nigh indestructible brick 
of convenient dimensions (these clay 
records can be held in the palm of 
the hand usually), which served asa 
receipted bill, since it was signed by 
the carrier on delivery and payment, 
and a proof of the safe aryival of the 
goods. If the goods were not satis- 
factory, he did not accept, or he ac- 
cepted after a readjustment had been 
made, such readjustment beine ex- 
plathed in cuneiform on the label. 
This express delivery was carried 
on between cities and between coun- 
tries as was, undoubtedly, the postal 
system that archaeology has found 
kto have existed in 3000 and 4000 B. 
C. Barton and Reisner; both well- 
known decipherers of cuneiform, 
are authority for the claim of an 
** interurban post, the cost of which 
was shared by the different 
cities *’ which enjoyed it. “eisner 
found evidences of a kind of parcel 
post. “‘ The Governor of Simas re- 
ceives 30 qa of food by messenger."’ 
This may, however, be one with the 
express service, just as larger con-

Keiser also cites a group of 
tags of the time of Sargon and Na- 
ram-Sin ‘* bearing the seal impres- 
sions of Agadi ~nd addressed*to the 
individuals of Shirpuli.’’ This takes! 
us-back to 3750 B. C., when people 
had operative mediums for an ex- 
change of goods. 

The bullae or labels had a number 
of other uses, not familiar to mod- 
erns, which Keiser sets forth im his 
book. Sheep being sent out to pasture 
under the care of a shepherd had 
small triangular tags tied around 
their necks or their horns, to desig- 
nate their owners; the same animals 
loaned or rented to farmers for 
breeding purposes were ~ similarly 
tagged. A laborer was tagged. On 
his tag. was the work he was sent out 
to do, how long he was to be eni- 
ployed, and how much he was to re- 
ceive. At the end of his employment, 
his boss O. K.’d the tag and the man 
brought it back, usually to the 
temple which was his. employment 
agency, and there it was baked and 
filed away. Temple records of lab- 
orers’ activities and. the customs 
which governed their employment, 
present mostly on the tags which 
once hung about the laborers’ necks 
have been dug up in quantities and 
are a source of valuable reconstruct- 
ive information to scholars. 

All these labels cited by Keiser are 
of different sizes and shapes. The 
triangular animal tags for animals 
were flat and varied in thickness 
from three-eighths of an inch to half 
an inch, but other tags weve gen- 
erally smaller and lighter, -except 
those intended to.mark large ship- 
ments like bales of cotton or consign- 
ments of bricks and copper vessels.

weeks half a dozen discussions 

of the art and mystery of book 

reviewing, in which I have dis- 
covered a surprising divergence of 
opinion.

Surely things were not better when 
Wilson and Lockhart wielded black- 
guardly bludgeons in the anonymous 
piges of Blackwood. Surely there

Never before have the British had 
a journal in which the reviewing 
was as high in quality, as well in- 
formed, as keen and as courteous as 
that which is now to be found week 
after week in the pages of the Lit- 
erary Supplement of The London 
Times. Never before have we 
Americans been favored with book 
reviewing as expert, as competent 
and as disinterested as that which 
now appears in half a dozen of the 
leading dailies, in two or three of the 
best weeklies and in six or eight of 
the more important quarterlies—The 
Unpartizan Review, -The American 
Historical Review, The Yale Review, 
The Educational Review and The 
Political Science Quarterly. 

I think that the raising of the level 
of book reviewing may ‘be ascribed 
to two factors. The first is that 
nowadays the reviewer is giad to 


ture; he no longer wears the mask 
of anonymity; he writes in the first 
person singular and not in the first 
person plural. The second is that 
the reviewer no longer exalts him- 
self to the lofty eminence of a judge 
whose duty it is to put on the black 
cap and pass sentence upon the au- 
thor. He does not scold; he does 
not hector; ‘he does not insult; he 
does not try to fit the punishment 
to the crime ahd find for his unfor- 
tunate victim ‘‘ something lingering, 
with oil in it,"’ as the Lord High 
Executioner said in ** The Mikado."' 
He writes now, not for the benefit of 
the author, but for the enlighten- 
ment of the reader, not so much to 
express his own opiniong upon the 
subject matter of the book in hand, 
but to infotm his readers apd. to ex- 
plain to them what manner of book 
it may be. : 
In other words, the best of our re- 
viewers today act on the -conviction 
—even if they are not clearly con- 
scious of their ae actine—that book 
reviewing is not and ought not to be 
criticism 60 much as exposition in 
which the criticism is implicit rather 





ever descended to. the less attractive 


task of book reviewing—of estimat-" 
ing the relative value of the writ- 
ings of their contemporaries too close 
to them to permit their being seen 
in the proper perspective of time. As 
the late Jules Lemaitre put it clev- 
erly, criticism of our contemporaries 
isn’t criticism, it is conversation. 

Probably no two critics would 
agree upon any precise and exact 
definition of criticism or upon any 
limiting declaration of its scope and 
function. But they would all be in 
more or less agreement with the 
statement that criticism is a depart- 
ment of literature; that it has an 
exalted object; that it is an attempt 
to learn the best that has been said 
and thought; that it is concerned 
with the application of the eternal 
standards of literary art; that it is 
most interested in the works in 
which it finds elements of the per- 
manent and the universal; that it 
has an indefensible right to select its 
own topics; that it sets forth the 
adventures of the critic’s soul in 
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accusation. And he ought not to 
pick out what Charles Reade once de- 
nounced as ‘‘ Sham Samples." He 
ought not to be pernickety in 
pouncing upon trivial slips of spell- 
ing or of style, unless these blunders 
are really characteristic of the 
author. He ought to consider the 
book ‘as a whole, weighing it as a 
whole rather than in its separate 
parts. 

I found in the cglumns of THE 
New York Times Book REVIEW AND 
Maaazine, only a week or two ago, 
a review of Mr. Charlies Edward 
Russell’s account of the Non-Parti- 
tisan League, in the opening para- 
graph of which the reviewer gave a 
succinct statement of the principle 
by which he was guided in preparing 
his report: 

It goes without saying that Mr. 
Russell writes as a defender and ad- 
mirer of the Non-Partisan League, 
and no review can do his book jus- 
tice which is animated by any horror 
over that fact. The East wants to 
know about the Non-Partisan 
League, and here is the league's 
apology. The reviewer has no sym- 
pathy with the league and thorough- 


set forth fairly and without prejudice 
what Mr. Russell has to say, and 
this alone will be the intention and 
course of this article. 





titles originally stood at the head of 
his essay, he felt himself free to deal 
in his own fashion with the man to - 
whom the book was devoted.

VERY ONE knows the high 
reputation for keen observa- 
tion of foreign peoples which 
is Harry Franck’s, and in 
his foreword to this book of condi- 
tions in Germany during the first 
months after the armistice he states 
his intention to set down just what 
he saw, without prejudice. He says: 

1 believe the German people often 
acquiesced in and sometimes ap- 
plauded the wrong doings of their 
former rulers. But I cannot shake 
off the impression that the more 
voiceless mass of the nation were 
under a spell not unlike that cast 
by the dreadful dragons of their own 
legends, and that we should to a 
certain extent take that fact into 
consideration in judging them under 
their new and more or less dragon- 
less condition. 

And he says plainly: 

Nor did I ever hear any German, 
not even a Socialist of the extremest 
left, not even a Bavar‘an, admit 

that misuiaed was wholly in the 
wrong. 

Harry Franck would have_ ex- 
pected too much of the Germans, 
after being ringed around. and 
starved by the Allies for months 
after the armistice, and still dying 
slowly from lack of nourishment. 
Germany met the cruel fate she in- 

° 
vited by ‘an absurd and ‘archaic im- 


great fund of information upon all 
the countries of the world going to 
make it unique in character and 
filed with worth-while incident. It 
lacks sympathy even with the 
wretched populace of the Fatherland, 
who, betrayed by a selfish aristoc- 
racy and bourgeoisie, and taught for 
generations stupid ideals and un- 
thinking obedience, are not as ba 
as painted by workers of the hate 
factories of their opponents. 

One must remember dhat many of 
us studied ang played in Germany 
only a few years ago, and with 
much satisfaction and joy; and that 
the mask could not have been as ob- 
literating of the. real German soul 
as our super-patriots of America 
and France would have us believe. 
I mihd the time when Engiand was 
made out quite inimical to «!] Amer- 


ican interests and in my pistory 
books I was taught that in our’wars 


with England our soldiers ani! ‘sail- 
ors were tortured horribly by Jtrit- 
ish authorities. Franck, a hihly 


Yankee Army of Occupation, entered 
Germany almost with our flag, and 
being a skilled writer with a high 
reputation, and equipped with many 
languages, he had most unusual op- 
portunities to see Germany just as 
she was a year and a half ago. 

Franck walked and rode in carri- 
ages and trains.over much of 
Deutschland. He had a thousand 
encounters with German soldiers, 
officers, civilians, rich and poor, and 
he recounts a thousand incidents of 
his daily fe. His food, the fearful 
deprivation of nearly all classes, the 
prices of things, are told interest- 
ingly as they were then and perhaps 
as they are now. 

It is reporting well done, with little 
subjectivity and with a wealth of ob- 
jective understanding.. Many think 
Franck a Dane or an Englishman, 
and he bas much enjoyment in tell- 
ing that he is an American. He 
speaks German so well that he is 
often mistaken for a German from

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T is four hundred years this Fall 
of 1920 since Ferdinand Magel- 
lan, or Fernao Magalhaes, to 
give him his real Portuguese 
mame, discovered the strait now 
bearing his name, connecting the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans, and sailed 
through it. In the months following 
he crossed the Pacific for the first 
time, and one ship of his little fleet 


completed the first voyage around 


the world. 

The anniversary seems to have es- 
caped the attention of nearly the 
whole world, which made 1892, the 
four hundredth anniversary of Co- 
lumbus’s great discovery, an occa- 
sion of widest observance. And yet 
as a voyage of exploration, as a test 
of endurance and courage and for. its 
scientific results, Magellan’s voyage 
‘is undoubtedly the greater. Colum- 
bus added a new world to the old by 
& sublime mistake and an accident. 
Magellan did exactly what he set out 
to do, what Columbus tried to do, 
and what Columbus to his dying day 
thought, most mistakenly he had 
done. Magellan reached the ‘* Spice’ 
Islands "’ by sailing westward. He 
proved what had been believed only 
bythe learned, that the earth was 
a globe, so that none could mistake 
it, and he gave men the first definite 
idea of the kind of world they live 
upon. . 

For all of Columbus’s misfortunes 

his lifetime, history has re- 

paid him with its greatest gifts of 
recognition. Magellan has had only 
a small share of recognition. He 
died in a savage island of our own 
Philippines, and his bones still rest 
there, with a decaying monument to 
mark the supposed spot where he 
fell. The foaming straits at the end 
of South America, in the ‘* Land of 
Fires,” bas his name now firmly at- 
tached to it, although two others 
have been applied, and the discov- 
erer himself called it the ‘* Strait of 
All Saints ’’ on All Saints’ Day 400 
years: ago. : 

Only the Chileans seem to have 
planned to celebrate this anniversary 
of the great mariner. In the little 
port of Punta Arenas, lying within 
those barren straits, and in Santiago, 
the capital, there will be ceremonies 
this Fall, and a statue of Magellan 
in bronze is to be erected near the 
waters that the first of Europeans 
looked upon.

the papal bull of Alexander VI. and 
the treaty which accepted it. The 
Spaniards were forbidden to sail to 
the Indies by the way of the Cape 
of Good Hope, and their only hope 
of reaching this most desired of all 
lands was by finding a way to the 
west through the Mundus Novus. At 
this time a belief that such a passage 
existed far to the south was well 
fixed in many minds, whether some 
one of the early Portuguese explor- 
ers, Coelho, Jaques or Solis, had 
seen it, which is doubtful, whether 
from analogy with the end of the 
African Continent, which had al- 
ready been rounded, or whether it 
was merely a wish fathering the 
thought. A famous globe of that pe- 
riod, Schiner’s globe of 1515 and 
1520, shows such a strait and an 
ocean lying west of Mundus Novus. 
But certainly no one had proved 
that the passage could be_ made, and 
there is no ground for believing that 
any one had made the trip through 
the straits before Magellan. 
Having proposed to his King, Man- 
uel of Portugal, that he make this 
voyage through the strait he pre- 
sumed to be there, and having met 
with a refusal, the Portuguese asked 
permission to offer his services else- 
where. The King said *‘ he might do 
as he pleased,’’ and did not offer his 
hand to be kissed at parting. 

In October, 1517, therefore, Ma- 
gellan arrived in Seville and at once 
found the favor he had- missed at 
home in the sight-of Charies V. It 
was decided at once to fit out an ex- 
pedition. More than a year passed 
in preparations and on Sept. 20, 
1519, a little fleet of five vessels 
cleared the mouth of the Guadalqui- 
vir and passed out to sea on the cul- 
minating voyage of the great age of 
discovery. 

The ships and their commanders 
were as follows:

really known the vleasures that live 
within ‘cloth covers. and what it 
wants to sell him is really not a com- 
moditv, not a service, but the most 
joyous of habits.

ogist I think I dhould find it fun to 
go into the whys and wherefores of 
this last situation.

RICATURE may be depended 
‘upon to tell the truth about 
tastes and. prejudices and 
fashion. It shows us the con- 
temporary view of what appears in 
retrospect interesting and admirabie, 
and often the contemporary view is 
contemptuous. A painter of original 
ideas, introducing new methods and 
recording a strongly personal vision, 
almost inevitably meets with ridicule 
and dislike from a conventional pub- 
lie and he is the best game in the 
* world for the caricaturist, who be- 
lengs to his professional family and 
feels at home with his subject: 

An amusing volume and one con- 
taining much to awaken the ironic 
spirit appears this month in France. 
It is composed chiefly of the_carica- 
~ tures that sprang up along the path 
. of Gustave Courbet, boldest and most 
, truculent and most abused of inno- 
vators, whose centenary was cele- 
brated last year with commemorative 
exhibitions and columns of praise 
and appreciation. 

The preface is written by Theodore 
Duret, Courbet’s- old friend and 
faithful critic, and may be read with 
profit even by those fairly familiar 
with the course of French art.

Duret gives a clear account of the

He painted the. world 
about him, and rather particularly 
favored those citizens of the world 
who worked with their hands. Had 
he confined himself to his art, prob- 
ably he would not so liberally have 
been ridiculed and reviled. That at 
least would have been accepted as his 
own business. But his interest in 
politics grew to be almost as active 
as his interest in art, and here he 
was treading upon the prejudices of 
class and party. 

His friend Proudhon imbued him 
with Socialist ideas and led him to 
believe that as a representative of 
realistic art he must play a political 
rale. Proudhon’s followers saw in

She 
invents a mythical husband, an Aus- 
tralian killed in the war, calls herself 
Mrs. Cruikshank, and is sympa- 
thetically regarded by all the village 
as a war widow, the birth of her son 
only serving to incréase the respect- 
ful pity and liking she receives. from 
all about her. And then; some threc 
years later, Mark at last comes home 
—comes home wounded and suffering 
from what the doctors diagnose a: 
shell shock. In his memory there is 
a blank, a blank covering the past 
four years; and of Sabine he has no 
recollection whatever. 

The situation is interesting, wel’ 
developed and well led up to, and the 
question as to whether Sabine war 
right or wrong in defying, as she did.

ULLY a year ago mention was 
made on this page of the .in- 
creasing importance of the 

“  gtage director in the scheme of 
things theatrical, and of the fact that 
the ayérage director was not overlook- 
ing his opportunities. Nearly all. of 
the men who stage legitimate produc 
tions have been receiving’a portion of 
the profits of their work since that 
time, and in many instances even a 
percentage of the gross'receipts. For 
example, 10 per cent. of the net

in addition, of course, to a weekly 
salary of several hundred dollars dur- 
ing the time that the director was 
actually working. 

Latterly, however, there has sprung 
up an appalling shortage of musical 
@omedy directors, coupled with ‘a 
Srowing realization of the importance 
ef the. work of the director ag a con- 
tributing factor toward miusical com- 
eady success. The climax appears to 
have been reached a week ago, when 
@ new firm of producers, about to 
present a musical comedy, approached 
@ director whose star has retently 
been in the ascendant—a man who 
staged two of the biggest musical 
muccesses of the past season. The 
man in question asked a weekly sal- 
ery of $300 during the period of ac- 
tual direction, plus 2 per cent. of the 
gross receipts forever after. When it 
is considered that the receipts of a 


'! mamsical comedy are in the neighbor- 


hood of $12;000 or $15,000 weekly, 
and that a successful musical show 
will play for three or four seasons, 
the extent of the director’s reward 
will readily be seen. Two percent. 
ef the gross, moreover, is generally 
the royalty received by the composer 
andthe author. —

Ht: is the hats of the midseason with 
which we are naturally most con- 
cerned at the present moment, for if 
there exists a necessity for a new hat 
it is obviously much better sense to 
buy one that will carry on into the Fall 
months than to purchase one which 
will have to end its days with the Sum- 
mer. The tendencies of line seem to 
be that when the hats are large they 
will be very, very large, and that when 
they are small they will be larger than 
they fave been.

It 
is a satisfactory, drapable material and 
it embroiders handsomely. Embroidery 
will be done in great quantities. All 
rumors to the contrary can safely be put 
into thé discard. 

Duvetyne is wonderful for the_ little 
softly draped toque; and in the tan and 


-sand and taupe shades it is. at its best. 


Much has-been done in these’ hats with 
two tan or gray shades of duvetyne. In 
one case one tone of gray, the lighter 
one, was appliqued in a-:bold design upon 
a background formed by the darker one. 
In another case the little brim of a tur- 
ban-shaped hat was made of the lighter 
shade and the draped crown was made 
by using the darker shade. And so on 
they go in combinations:and in plain sur- 
faces and in embroidered surfaces. 


Large, roll-brimmed hats, as well as 
the smaller ones, are made from 
duvetyne, for the material fits in ad- 
mirably wherever velvet would have 
been: or has been used. However, it is 
the littk T o’ Shanter effects which 
adapt themselves most graciously to this 
material. So prepare for more varia- 
tions of the Tam and the little, closely 
draped turban that hugs one ear. The 
drooping bits of trimming are still found 
in new and different forms. It may 
be a bow of ribbon failing down to hit 
the shoulder and fastened by a decora- 
tive buckle, or a bunch of rarely beauti- 
ful fruit, or a feather made in some 
new and fantastic form, but, whatever 
it is, it is sure to be the. making of the 


‘hat. 


Coque feathers brighten up the hat, 
and, on the French hats, many of them 
are set high above the hat, so that their 
ends trail to meet the foundation shape. 
Some. of these trimmings are set high 
in front and others on the sides, but 
universally they show the inimitable 
coque pompon. 

There is a rounded curled trimming 
about two inches ih diameter called ele- 
phant’s hair. The little circles come 
in all colors and are put on usually in 
wreaths about the edge of a broad 
brim or an inch or two back from the 
edge or about the crown or in some 
other interesting location. Then there 
are large, conspicuous flowers made of 
duvetyne, some of them bound with the 
tiniest of leather bindings. These are 
effective and are used in masses of 
bright colors to surround the crown of 
a large hat. Pleated ribbons are still 
in the limelight, They are used for 
little, tight bits of trimming or for 
bands about ample crowns. Feathers 
are limitless in their variety and lace is 
very often used. 

This is only the first faint news. of 
the coming hats. There will be later 
developments, perhaps totally unex- 
pected, but these few hints serve to tell 
which way the wind is blowing. 





GYPSIES IN 


SEA TRADE

HILE big liners of the pas- 

senger-carrying type of ship 

like the Olympic and Levi- 

athan follow well-defined sea 

lanes connecting. spécified 

ports and ply them with the regularity 

of a railroad train, the greater part of 

the world’s tonnage, consisting of cargo 

boats solely, ready to go anywhere with 

or for anything, wanders about the 

seven seas, picking up freights wherever 
and whenever possible. 

Whether they be vessels of a big 
steamship company, ranking as large as 
a passenger liner and as well cared for 
physically, or whether they be but 
dinky, rust-covered cargo tubs whose 
skipper and a few neighbors are the 
sole owners, these gypsies of the sea 
form that great tramp fleet which is the 
backbone of any maritine industrial na- 
tion. For they carry goods netting high 
return in freight money—goods which 
passenger liners disdain and the char- 
acter of which is as varied as the gyp- 
sies themselves. 

The sca gypsy penetrates to the ends 
of the earth and knits the unsocial cli- 
mates into, one. Compared to the liner, 
the landlubber will consider her an in- 
significant, disreputable looking ‘* bum.’’ 
Yet she will always be found to be a 
better seaboat than the liner. For she is 
an all-round type of craft capable of 
weathering seas a liner seldom or never 
meets and navigated by men hardened 
by rough usage—men with a striking 
spirit of dare-deviltry and self-reliance— 
hard workers with a dauntless attitude, 
ready for any, emergency and with an 
affection for their ship which is difficult 
to understand. 

When such a ship sails from her home 
port, her skipper never -could ‘tell his 
best friend when to expect him again. 
It all depends on cargo offered, and even 
if it causes him to visit a sea or a port 
he has never penetrated to, as long as 
there is .carg.v te be had he never hesi- 
tates. He knows his ship as a passen- 
ger liner’s skipper never knows his; 
knows her every whim, coaxes her when 
she sulks and handles her gently when 
she is thrown head foremost against 
the wrath of a hurricane. 

And to this fleet of rovers, whose daily 
round is one of harassing and unremit- 
ting toil, a new member was added one 
day in 1900, bearing the name of J. L. 
Luckenbach and’ flying ‘the American 
flag at her stern. She could hardly be 
called a tramp, as the word is applied 
to ships, yet her work was to be ‘the 
same, even though she was owned by a 
responsible company. She was different 
from most sypsies, for the. lines of her 
hull were as graceful. as those of the 
’Mauretania—so graceful that upon. see- 
ing her one instinctively: wondered how

sumptuous equipment—her Ritz-Carlton 
restaurant, private baths, swmming pool, 
jazz band—rob passengers of that in- 
spiration and pleasure which always 
come to those, even in this day and 
age, who travel by liners which have-to 
fight their way over the seas. 

In 1900. occurred the Hoboken fire, 
ending many lives and gutting. many 
ships. Among them was the liner Saale, 
as the J. L. Luckenbach was then called. 
And because she had served fourteen 
years of her life and the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse and other modern fliers were 
economically more worth saving, the 
Saale was left to her fate. Eventually 
the lines which held her to her-pier 
burned. and, 4 mass of flame, the Saale 
drifted out into the North River, and by 
the tide and daring tugs was urged 
down stream, where she grounded off 
the Statue of Liberty and burned her- 
self out. Many lives Were lost on her, 
Tor, there were still those who had an 
affection for her and appreciated the 
necessary tragedy in leaving the old ship 
to her fate while more modern racers 
were rescueu, 

But, thanks to American ingenuity, 
from the ashes of the Saale’ was cre- 
ated the gypsy J.._L. Luckenbach. Her 
hull intact,: with new boilers, engines 
and siperstructure, she was to plow 
the seas once more flying the American 
flag, and for twenty years, yearly to 
be more of an economic success, do more 
good for the welfare of nations than she 
ever did in her luxurious dress of a pas- 
senger liner. Her service in the last 
war was of untold value to the Allies 
and the American Army and Navy, and 
to her fel) the experience of having the 
longest fight on record which a mer- 
chant liner had with a submarine. 


Admiral Sims especially mentioned 
her in his dispatches, for the J.. L. Luck- 
enbach, unconvoyed, in loneliness. and 
storm, took a~four-hour shelling from 
a submarine- and with her tiny stern 
gun kept off her foe. A shell punc- 
tured one of her boilers, and yet she 
fought on till the blessed shades of 
night came to her aid. 

Many another gypsy -of the sea, uncon- 
voyed and unarmed, took similar grill- 
ing, and it is on these sea gypsies, this 
army of hard-working ants, that in 
Peace and war depend ,the prvuperity, 
and defense of nations.

ANADA’S new Premier, Arthur 
Meighcn, is in certain respects 
unique among the eight men who 
since confederation was consum- 
mated in 1867 have preceded him 


sy that particular office. 


In the first place he is the only one 
‘who has been’ specifically sworn in as 
Prime Minister. There being no definite 
provision for. it in th, Canadian Con- 
stitution, there is, technically speaking, 
no such office as that of Prime Minister. 
Consequently hitherto when the head of 
a new administration took office, either 
through the defeat of its, predecessor or 
the resignation of the leader, of the Go 
ernment, he was sworn in both as First 
Minister gnd holder of some particu- 
lar portfolio. The exception in Mr: 
Meighen’s case has been made possible 
Br ec y the enactment of legislation 

during the last session of Parlia- 
ment. 

“In the second place, Mr. Meighen is 
the. first man born in the Province of 
Ontario and the first to represent a con- 
stituency in the Western’ Provinces to 
occupy the Prime Ministership, while in 
the third place, at 44 years of age, he 
is the youngest man to be elevated to 
the position in the Government of the 


Dominion. 
His Rapid Rise. 

The new Premier has only been a 
member of the House of Commons twelve 
years. Consequently, in attaining to the 
position he new. occupies, which is the 
highest. in the gift of the Canadian peo- 


* ple, being practically equal to that of 


the Presidency of the United States, he 
has been promoted over the heads of 
many outstanding politicians of much 
longer experience in the ‘House. True, 
he was not selected by direct vote of 
either the Canadian electorate or the 
members of the newly hatched National 
Léberal and Conservative Party to which 
he belongs, but that the retiring Pre- 
mier—Sir Robert Borden—in recommend- 
ing him to the Governor General as his 
guccessof was acting in accordance with 
the approval of his colleagues in the 
House there can be no doubt. 

When Arthur Meighen graduated from 
the University of Toronto in 1896 after 
taking a special course in mathematics 
and physics he possessed no particularly 
striking characteristics indicative of an 
outstanding future in public Hfe. He 
had not even taken a. high standing in 
his special subjects. Among his fellow- 
students he was considered a nice young 
fellow who had been well trained at 
home. But while he was noted for his 
powers as a debater he showed no par- 
ticular qualities of leadership. The’ 
fact that during a part of his course at 
"Varsity he was overshadowed by two 
fellow-students, one of whom is teday 
known as Sir.Hamar Greenwood, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland in the British 
Government, and the other W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, leader of the Liberal Party 
in the Canadian House of Commons, 
may have had somethingy:to,.do-.with 
ee ee eters ie ote 
time. 

But while Arthur | | etgheti: passed 
through the University of 'Poronto with 
little more than a reputation for being a 
decent, level-headed fellow, he developed 
to su¢h*an extént during the ensuing 
twelve years that when he entered the 
House of Commons in 1908 it was not 


\ long before he was attracting considera- 


bie attention. And for two or three rea- 
sons. In the first place, the House soon 
recognized that it had in its midst not 
only a man of outstanding ability as a 


‘debater but one who whenever he got 


upon his feet to speak had thoroughly 


~~equipped himself with facts and figures 


for the éccasion. Although a Conserva- 
tive in his political affiliations, he was 
also somewhat radical in his opinions. 
His radicalism was, however, of the safe 
and sane description. 

At the time he entered the House of 
Commons the party to which he be- 
longed was in the cold shades of Opposi- 
tion. But he was such a master of the 
political history of his country and so 


‘persistent in his criticism of the Gov- 


ernment that when, in the, reciprocity 
campaign of 1911, his party came into 


. Power as a result of the defeat of the 


Laurier Government, it was the general 
opinion that Arthur Meighen would be 
elevated to Cabinet rank in the Borden 
Administration. There were, hdéwever, 
80 many men in his party who, because 
of seniority in service, had prior claims 
for place and position that he was com- 
pelled in the meantime to remain in th 
position of a private member. At any 
rate,he was but 35 and could afford to 
bide his time. 
Goes Into Cabinet.

Thorough, Laconic, Serious. 

If there is. a man in the Canadian 
House of Commons that measures up to 
Carlyle’s standard of thoroughness it is 
Arthur Meighgn.. Like ‘an efficient 
lawyer in the Préparation of his briefs, 
he masters, and masters quickly, every 
detail of his subject before he gets 
upon his feet in the House when intro- 
ducing “a “bill “for the consideration of 
the members, ‘This is not only in eévi- 
denice during the course of a set speech, 
but when he is interrupted with ques- 
tions from political opponents who are 
bent on driving him into an uncomforta- 
ble corner; an effort In which they in- 
variably fail. 

As an orator the new Prime Minister 
ig* not to be compared to the late Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. In fact, there are 
probably at least half a dozen members 
of the House who are his superiors in 
this respect. But as a debater with a 
wealth of concrete facts at his com- 
mand he is without a peer in either 
the House of Commons or the Senate. 

With his quiet, serious, immobile and 
somewhat. cadaverous features, and 
hands stuck in his coat pockets, he ap- 
proximates more in type to the average 
Methodist or Presbyterian minister than 
to the average politician when he arises 
to address the House. But as in a 
clear and penetrating voice he warms 
up to his subject, and particularly when 
a few subtle questions are thrown at 
him, his’ hands are jerked from his 
pockets, to be employed either to em- 

phasize his various points or for the 
purpose of directing the long, bony in- 
dex finger of the right hand) to some 
particular member on the opposition 
benches whom he has selected for his 
invective. At times he is disposed to 
be overpugnacious. .But the root causé 
of it is rather seriousness in dealing 
with the subject in hand than a spirit 
of vindictiveness, for normally Arthur 
Meighen is gentle and courteous. His 
speeches are’ concise, lucid and to the 
point,’ and as he has read deeply and 
widely are usually interspersed with apt 
illustrations -from classic and modern 
literature, prose and poetical. He never 
attempts wit, but he frequently raises 
a laugh in the House by the dexterity 
with which he pricks the skin of polit- 
ical opponents. He is, however, neither 
self-centred or pedantic, Neither is he 
ambitious for power for power’s sake. 

Born on a Farm. 


Those most intimate with the new 
Premier assert.that his main ambition 
ig to make himse@f @ good servant of the 
public. That this is his purpose in life 
is borne out by the persistency with 
which he concentrates his efforts upon 
the duties he is from time to time called 
upon to perform.. In fact, he. concen- 
trates to such an exterit that he has be- 
come quite Absent-minded in regard to 
most things outside those not immedi- 
ately connected with his political ca- 
reer. Not long. since he was honored 
with an invitation: to an important so- 
cial function at Government House. But 
he forgot all about it, and when friends, 
knowing his characteristic weakness in 
respect tO such matters, went out in 
search of him they found him gambol- 
ing with his children. In fact, Mr. 
Meighen would rather in hié spare time 
be lost in his favorite authors or merged 
in the bosom of his family than be a 
participant in the most brilliant of Ot- 
tawa’s social functions. 

Premier Meighen’s birthplace was a 
farm, and his first job was peddling miik 
for his father in the nearby town of St. 
Marys, Ont. When he graduated from 
the University of Toronto with the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts tacked to his 
name, he taught school for a yea? or 
two. Then he went to Winnipeg, and 


after a brief spell at high school work | 


became a manufacturers’ agent. But 
even then he had not found his niche, 
for he took-up the study of law, after 
graduating in which he hung out his 
shingle in Portage la Prairie, a new 
town @ few miles west of Winnipeg, and

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. HUNTING FOSSILS IN. CHINA 











R. J. G.-ANDERSSON of the Chi- 

» mese Geological Survey has recent- 

“ly published a pamphlet with the 
title ‘Dragon Hunting in China.’’ The 
publication is not a wild tale about 2 
brontosaurus still surviving in an un- 
| @@rground lake in central China, and 
thé American’ Museum of Natural His- 
tory hasn’t offered $5,000,000 for his 
| @apture dead or alive. Neither does it 
refer to the search for rare pottcry an- 
tiques with the national emblem in .va- 
rious impossibly hideous forms, nor has 
it any obscure political significance. 
Perhaps you know, as a few people do, 
that fossil bones and teeth of extinct 
animals are called dragons’ bones and 
dragons’ teeth in China, and are a rogu- 
lar stock medicine in the Chinese phar- 
macopoeia. 

Those who have kept in touch with the 
+ work of the American Museum of 
Natural History may recall that some 
years ago this institution obtained a 
small collection of fossil teeth and bones 
which had been purchased by a German 
traveler in Chinese drug shops, and 
their use as medicine was nofed. They 
_are im fact quite regularly and exten- 
sively used. They are said to be a 
specific especially for diseases of the 
liver and for uervous disorders. 

All of which sounds rather absurd, 
but perhaps it is not more worthless 
than a good many of the patent medi- 
cines and household remedies that we 
use so widely in the western world. 
Probably its chief value is as a ‘ faith 
cure,’ the assimilating of portions of 
dragons inspiring the patient with some 
of their vigorous and energetic qualities. 
But also it is to be noted that the teeth 
and bones of animals, whether fossil or 
not, are chiefly cOmposed of phosphate 
ef lime, insoluble in their natural con- 
dition, but by steeping in u weak acid 
they can be partly converted into a solu- 
ble acid phosphate. In this form they 
would have the same tonic effect as 
the acid phosphates sometimes \ pre- 
ascribed by physicians, and more often 
taken at the soda fountain without any 
Prescription. It would seem then that, 
taken ‘In sour wine, the dragons’ teeth 
may really have some medicinal value. 

Why fossil bones should be used in- 
stead of fresh ones is not so obvious, 
unless it be that as they have all the 
gelatin and organic matter removed they 
«may be more easily crushed and _ dis- 
solved. © 

However much or little this use of fos- 
sils has served to reduce the prevalence 
of insanity or_ liver cemplaint among the 
Chinese, it interferes seriously with Dr. 
Andersson's scientific researches. 

For as a consequence the fossils have 
a very considerable commercial value,

Not only 
is it Impossible to trace’ thg localities 
from. which the material in the markets 
has come, but any promising localities 
or prospects are likely to be claimed 
by the owner of the land or raided by 
inquisitive natives, with ‘the result of 
ruining the specimens for selentific pur- 
poses by breaking up the skulls to ex- 
tract the more valuable teeth. Dr. An- 
dersson has had to start a campaign of 
education to teach the Chinese that good. 
fossil skulls are worth more to the for- 
eign geologist than. their shattered frag- 
ments will bring at the local drug store. 

These Chinese fossils are of very con- 
siderable interest and importance to 
science if only they weré better known: 
For various reasons scientists have 
come to believe in recent years that 
the cradle of the human race, the part 
of world where—if anywhere—-man 
really evolved out of the animal world 
and acquired those qualities of mind 
and body which haye set him apart in 
a higher plane of existence, was some- 
where in “Central Asia. Only after he 
had acquired that dominance over the 
rest of nature did man invade and over- 
run the rest of the old world; and still 
more recently the new world. ~ This 
theory is believed to be equally true of 
many races of the lower animals now 
widely distributed over the world. 

So far as this view is correct, It is 
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the name “California” atid accept no other 
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evidently useless to look for the fossil 
ancestors of man, the earlier stages in 
his evolution from the apes, in America, 
or even in Europe. The most promising 
field for such finds will be in the re- 
gions nearest to his. centre of evolution 
and dispersal, tHat is to say, in China 
and the great interior of the Chinese 
Empire, and westward through Thibet 
and Turkestan to the shores of the Cas- 
pian Sea. All this part of Asia is prac- 
tically unexplored for fossils. If the 
Chinese Geological Survey can continue 
and extend its explorations, we~ may 
learn from them a great deal about the 
ancestry of man and of many of the 
lower animals. 





Passenger Pigeon Rediscovered. 


Reports are once more current that the 
passenger pigeon, a species formerly of 
extraordinary abundance which suddenly 
disappeared some years ago, has been 
rediscovered.- Four Massachusetts bird

Bighteen hundred and fifty-three, 
when Commodore Perry broke through 
the barrier behind which Japan sought 
to hide herself, will ultimately come to 
be one of the great outstanding. dates 
of history. Then, began a development

form; a development which will ulti-[ 
miately react upon us with consequences 
that no man can foresee, and few who 
have regard for their reputations care 
pow to predict. Out of the mystery of 
-the East then emerged a new force in 

the world, comparable in its possibili- 

tiles with the creation of the German 

Empire. 

The Restoration in Japan was con- 
temporaneous with the crowning of Will- 
fam I. &t Versailles. The German Em- 
pire then founded has passed, but mod- 
ern Japan is only beginning. 

Irrespective of the rights or wrongs 
that le in the Oriental problem, our 
profound interest in it is a fact per- 
fectly clear to any one who has visited 
the western shore of the Pacific, al- 
though such visitor may well decline to 
forecast in any detail just how we may 
solve the problem when it reaches its 
acute stage. There are, however, a few 
bold outlines which any one may sketch 
with certainty. 

Across the Pacific lies one of the old- 
est and, by the standards of modern life, 
ene of the newest countries on earth. 


OChine’s Waterways System. 

China, highly civilized before Rome 
was. founded, has slept politically and 
é@conomically for upward of 5,000 years. 
Her uncounted millions have tilled the 
soll for all that time and left the amaz- 
ing mineral wealth of her vast dominions 
almost untouched. China has no roads, 
almost no railroads; but she has, never- 
theless, a wonderful system of trans-. 
portation. How many Americans khow 
that, between her canals and rivers, 
China. has more miles of waterways 
than we have miles of railroads? ' 

Those waterways served while China 
slépt politically, while she had no in- 


eld to ae

for the day when she would be in posi- 
tion to take that strategic Place again 
and hold it. 

China, still playing the part ef « pe- 
litical harlot, was, after the Boxer Re- 
bellioh, about to present Kiao-Chau Bay 
to Russia. Germany sailed in one fine 
day and took it herself; as vile a bit of 
political. robbery and rape as history 
records. 

I digress just here to say that when, 
in an address before a great mass meet- 
ing in Osaka (May, 1920), I denounced 
this rape, said Germany’s title was un- 
clean, and that the average American 
citizen did not believe that Japan had 
cleansed that title by mere military oc- 
cupancy, the audience somewhat vigor- 
ously disapproved my statement. 


Russo-Japanese War. 


Then Russia put on more pressure. In 
1904 Japan, in defense of her very life, 
attacked that mighty empire and speedi- 
ly brought it to terms. Port Arthur, 
again taken—this time at a fearful cost— 
remained Japan’s, and no one, then or 
now, questions her right to hold it. 

Acting under the compulsion of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, Japan, al- 
though she was not then anti-German, 
took away from Germany Kiao-Chau 
and its surrounding territory; the City 
of Tsing-tau and the German railroad 
from Tsing-tau to Tsinan-fu. The for- 
mal demand on Germany which pre- 
ceded the taking of Kiao-Chauewas ac- 
companied by the declaration that. if 
Germany surrendered these parts of the 
Shantung province Japan would re- 
store all to China. 

I haven’t time to state the reasons 
why Japan has not restored Shantung 
to China. If I had the time I am not 
sure I could make a clear statement of 
those reagons. They were elucidated to 
me with some care and I presume it is 
my own fault that I never arrived at a 
satisfactory understanding of just what 
the reasons are. I should therefore have 
difficulty in making you ‘understand. 

I.digress again to say that the Osaka 
audience, to which I have already -re- 
ferred, was equally displeased when on 
that same occasion I said the average 
American citizen could not understand 
why. Japan; if she mieant to restore

prolific almost beyond belief. What is 
she to do? Does she really face starva- 
tion unless. she can get an outiet for her 
surplus population? No hurried journey 
through Japan qualifies me, or any man, 
to answer that question satisfactorily. 
It is certain that Hokkaido, the northern 
island, is not densely populated. Neither 
is-Formosa. Neither is Korea. But this 
is the fundamental fact to which Japan 
points for justification in her attitude 
toward China, Manchuria, Mongolia ahd 
Siberia. Review the existing. status: 

In addition to her old empire, Japan 
now has Formosa and Korea. She has, 
and has had for nine years, a body of 
troops and now has a big wireless sta- 
tion at Hankow, nearly 600 miles up 
the Yang-tse River. The Yang-tse River 
is to China what the Mississippi would 
be to the United States if ¥ mouth 
were in the harbor of New York. 

Those Japanese troops were landed, as 
I was informed, after a conference be- 
tween the Japanese, American and Brit- 
ish ‘naval commanders at Hankow, in 
which it was decided that a landing was 
not necessary. Without further con- 
sultation, Japan landed troops the next 
morning and they have remained to 
this hour. 


Japan’s Holdings in Shantung. 


She has Kiao-Chau Bay, the city of 
Tsing-tao and the German railway 
from Tsing-tao to Tsinan-fu, with a 
big wireless station at Tsinan-fu and 
permanent barracks. She has troops 
along the whole line of that road in 
barracks; which Germany never had. 
She has troops at points on the railroad 
from Peking to Mukden. This is notice- 
able at Shan-Hai-Kuan, where the Great 
Wall runs into the sea. The Japanese 
flag flies over the railroad station at 
that point. Then, of course, she holds 
Port Arthur and Dairen. She controls 
the South Manchurian Railway, and 
Mukden, in Manchuria, is practically a 
Japanese city, and a very modern, up- 
to-date place, too. ‘She owns Korea. 
She is in Vladivostok.: She has taken 
over Nikolaievsk, where her soldiers and 
people to the number of 700 were re- 
cently killed with unspeakable ferocity 
by the so-called Partisans. 


She.is reported to have traops in the 


north part.of Saghalien. -She has a large 
body of troops in Siberia, 1,000° milés 


inland. She has troops in Mongolia. Her, 


enemies say that she is seeking control 
of the Chinése Eastern Railway; that 
she has nearly. achieved that control; 
that the metHods of that achievement 
will not bear investigation. 

Visualize the coast of Asia from For- 


t 


mosa to the Sea of Okhotsk and you will 
quickly see what a powerful naval and 
military position Japan holds in the 
Hast. These are facts. I am not now 
discussing Japan’s motives nor her pur- 
poses. Behind all is the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance—at present seemingly a little un- 
certain of its future, : 
Broadiy speaking, the situation is this: 
On the one hand China, like a great 
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whale floundering politically in shallow 
water and. helpless. When I say China, 
I ‘include Mongolia and Manchuria, 
which are still supposed te be a. part 
of that unhappy country. And with 
China include Siberia—a prey to active 
anarchy,.. bandit-ridaen, © Bolshevist 
cursed. . 

On the other hand, we haye Japan—a 
compact, probably everpopulated, highly 
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Porganized, ambitious, effictent and mili- 


taristic empire, 

With the exception of Wet-hai-wel, 
she owns or practically controls all the 
seacoast for the thousands of miles that 
stretch between Hongkong and Kam- 
chatka. She has troops in the interior 
of China and in the very heart of Sibe- 
ria. She claims to be faced with starva- 
tion if she does not secure moré terri- 
tory. ‘‘ Bushido teaches us,’ sald a 
prominent Japanese gentleman to me, 
“ that it is better to die with our swords 
in our hands than to die by starvation.” 
She is driven by her fear of starvation; 
tempted by the vast material resources 
of helpless China ;-controlled, in the last 
analysis, by her militarists. I ask you, 
what is likely to happen under such con- 
ditions? One needs to attribute to the 
Japanese ‘no unworthy purposes, no 
really sinister motivesjat® make a fore- 
cast. Isn’t she likely to do what other 
and so-called Christian nations have 
done under like conditions? And if she 
undertakts it, who or what, except her 
own mistakés, is to stop her? 

Why Japan Doesn’t Lead. 


And just here Japan seems to me to be 
in danger of a vast failure. Unless she 
creates a. different status. for herself in 


¢ 
the Orient; unless she wins moral as 


well as political and industrial leader- 
ship, she cannot, notwithstanding her 
superiority otherwise, lead Asia; she 
cannot achieve that splendid destiny 
which was possible when she answered 
Perry’s call. e 

She has as yet utterly failed to win 
that leadership. That is not an opinion; 
it is a fact so obvious that even the- 


hurried traveler cannot. well go wrong, 
if he sees China and Korea as well as 
Japan. Her task was and is q very 
difficult one. It was extremely difficult 
in Korea, and after ten years she has” 
morally Yost ground there. She has’ not 
progressed in Formosa. She has in- 
curred the outspoken enmity of prac- 
tically all Americans and English resi- 
dent in China, and of ‘most of those 
resident in Japan. She has incurred the 
implacable hatred and fear of .all pa- 
triotic Chinese. She is now in desperate 
fmancial and industrial straits at home. 
She has an anti-militaristic party, which 
takes itself rather ‘seriously, ‘but is not, 
in my ‘opinion—and that is only an opin- 
ion—of any particular importance as yet, 

I disagree utietiy with one of my as- 
sociates in -the~ group which visited 
Japan in April and May who ts reported 
to have stated that Japan will be as 
democratic as we are inside twenty 


That the adoption oy many phases of, 
Western civilization has powerfully in- 
fluenced Japan is certain; It is equally 
certain that that influence will con- 
tinue, It ‘is no reflection on Japan -to. 
say that, notwithstanding that influence, 
Japan is still Japan; the Japan that has 
kept her individuality for more than 
2,500 years; the Japan of Hideyoshi, as 
well as the Japan that restored the Em- 
peror in 1868; the Japan of Yamagata 
as well as the Japan of Shibusawa ond 
Kaneko. 

Jnpancse Characteristics. 

The Japanese naturally have a marked 
affection for the American people. 
Above the name of any other foreigner 
they place the name of Townshend Har- 
ris. ; 

They are proud, sensitive, hospitable, 
polite, ambitious, and cruel on occasion. 

They are Orientals, and can never—’ 
and if they could, would never—be any- 
thing else. They do not think as we do 
—which is not saying that they think 


less effectively. 
The rule of “‘put yourself in his place” 


is a good one to. follow in trying to un- 
derstand Japan. s 

_ Twice in twenty-six years she has had 
to fight for her existence, not including 
her part in. the World War. 

That what happens to China is of su- 
preme importance to Japan was con- 
ceded in the Lansing-Ishii notes. 

Consider the game of. grab that has 
menaced her all through the period 
since the Restoration: Russia always 
crowding from the north; France push- 
ing up from the south; Hngland at 
Hongkong, in the Yang-tse, and finally. 
im possession of Wei-hai-wei; Belgium 
always secretly playing Russia’s game; 
Germany in .Shantung. The _ brutal 
‘twenty-one demands ’’ always seemed 
to me. quite as much a notice to the 
other powers as it was an invasion of 
Chinese sovereignty. It is easy to say 
that Japan ought not to be in Hankow, 
nor in Shantung, nor in Manchuria, nor 
in Siberia. But if-the whale flounder- 
ing in shallow water is to be torn -into 
bits by sharks, Japan's very existence 
depends on what she gets. : 

Moreover, Japan is taking a long look’ 
ahead; she is afraid of what Germany 
may do in Russia; of the recrudescence, 
in a more terrible form, of the power. 
that menaced her so long. .., 

All these ‘considerations ‘add power 
fully to the arguments of the: moilitariets 
‘arguments that along that indeter-. 
mifiate “line 3 80° -@asily  donfuses 
patriotism and aggression.

I knew that some ohne had treated the 
truth with scant courtesy, for on Oct. 
12, 1919, the Paris correspondent of THE 
New York Trmes cabled that Dr. Voro- 
noff had informed him that he had not 
operated on human beings, but that he 
intended to do so. However, on Oct. 14, 
1919, or two days later, there appeared 
in this country a cable. dispatch, al- 
leged to have been written by Dr. Voro- 
noff himself the preceding day ex- 
pressly for a news service, in which the 
following statement,was made: 

“It is true that success has been at- 
tained in the case of at least one aged 
Parisian, who not lonk ago was worn 
out and broken down in spirit by the 
battle of life. .He is today back in har- 
ness, full of youthful vigor, ambition 
and zest of life, thanks to a simple oper- 
ation I performed upon him. I cannot 
mention any es, but the man is a 
prominent political figure, whose notable 
rejuvenation has betn the marvel of all 
his friends."’ :

mentarily relieved the habitual immo- 
bility of her countenance as she re- 
plied with more spirit:

Under Government Auspices. 


I. hastened to interpose that the im- 
pression created in America was wholly 
different. 

‘“*I know that impression has been 
spread: throughout the world by the 
yellow press,” replied Mme. Voronoff, 
“ but if we were to undertake to answer 


every wildly ridiculous and false story 
that has been printed ahout our work we 
would be pestered to death. We can 
afford to wait. Time will show what we 
have done. 

‘“*We.do not represent charlatanism, 
and the serious, scientific. world of 
Paris is fully aware of the value of 
our experiments. We have made the 
biggest stride in scientific medicine in 
fifty years, as time will amply demon- 
strate. 

“ Generally, we have been visited by 
youthful reporters who see the possibili- 
ties of ‘an extravagantly ‘imaginative 
yarn. They can hardly keep from grin- 
ning in our presence at the thought of 
what they are going to manufacture 
when they get back to their offices. 

‘Fortunately, both Dr. Voronoff and 


the intuitive perception she exhibited in 
forestalling nearly all the questions in 
the course of a running narrative that 
included aimost every phase of Dr. 
Voronoff’s laboratory work and its re- 
sults. She was amazingly at home in 
her subject, and my wonder grew as I 
noted her facility of expression and 
lucidity. 

The cable dispatches alleged to have 
been written by Dr. Voronoff, and men- 
tioned above, were shown to her. 

‘* Dr. Voronoff did not write these or 
have anything to do with them,’’ she 
exclaimed, ‘‘and I will demonstrate to 
you the absolute impossibility of his 
being in any way responsible for them. 
I will explain the nature of our work 
and the conditions under which it is 
carried on, and you can see for your- 
self that he could not have written these 
cables. 

*“* Our work is carried on in the labora- 
tories of the College of France under 
the supervision’ of the French Govern- 
ment.. When we are ready: to make a 
report, that report, first of all, must-be 
submitted to. the French Academy of 
Sciences. Following that, we have .to 
wait about three months for the report 
to be printed in the official .bulletin of 
the Academy. During the interim .we 
are not permitted to give interviews or 
write articles pertaining to the subject 
matter of the report for other ae ne 
tions. ‘The ethics of this methva.o 
procedure will be readily beh nay 
of course. 

Basis of’ Rumors. 

“ Dr. Voronoff read his report before 
the Academy on Oct. 8, 1919. It dealt 
with our gland-grafting experiments and 
their results. I see that these cable 
dispatches, containing extravagant and 
fantastic tales, appeared in New York 
within a week following the meeting at 
the Academy, when ethics forbade Dr. 
Vorono?f to discuss the matter.

Hid away in various parts of the hu- 
man frame is a series of more or less 
obscure bodies er glands; five in num- 
ber, which, im recent times we have

“They form merely a fraction of the 
body—not more than 1-180th part of it; 
@ man might pack the entire series In 
his watch pocket. 

‘““The modern medical student fs fa- 
miliar with each of them—the pituitary 
body, about the size of a ripe cherry, 
attached to the base of the brain and 
cradled in the floor of the skill; the 
pirieal gland, also situated in the base 
of the brain, and in point of size but 
lite larger thap a wheat grain; the 
thyroid .in the neck, set astride the 
windpipe, forms a more bulky mass; the 
two suprarenal bodies situated in the 
belly, capping ‘the kidneys, and the in+ 
‘terstitial glands *.© * complete. the 
list., 

“The modern ‘physician is also fannie 
tar with the fact that the growth of the 
body -may be retarded, accelerated or 
completely altered if. one or more of 
these glands become the seat of injury 
or of a functional disorder.” 

This declaration of Sir Arthur’s, which 
appeared in The Lancet last year, will 
explain more clearly than any words of

Mrs. Voronoff Repudiates for Him Sensational Interviews. About Rejuvenation

“We do not remove the glands from 
the subject which is to undergo the op-- 
eration; we simply make a cutaneous 
incision and insert part of a gland, 
which has been prepared for the pur- 
pose, beside the gland which is already 
there, then sew up the cut, trusting to 
nature to take care of the result. 

‘* The reason for our failures is that it 
took a long time to find out just how 
large a@ Section of gland to endeavor to 
graft on. 

““ We have only performed this opera- 

tion on. one man, and that within ea 
few weeks. It is too early yet to an- 
nounce the result, and the ethics ‘mén- 
tioned govern the announcement. 
- ** We, took the gland of a chimpanzee 
becausé the higher apes are the nearest 
approach to.man, and the microscopic 
and chemical tests show that the blood 
of man and of the chimpanzee are iden- 
tical. Nature would reject a gland dif- 
fering widely from that of man: It 
would either die or be absorbed.’”. 


‘“‘ Did Dr. Voronoff devise these exper- |, 


iments?” I inquired, having in mind 
various similar operations performed by 
Dr. Robert T. Morris of New York, and 
Dr. Freak Lydston of Chicago, who op- 
erated vpon himself and réported the 
result several years ago.

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A CLUB WHICH JUSTIFIES THE MAN WITH A HOBBY 


Unique Organization of Collectors Includes Those Who Are Experts on Shakespeare; 
' Defoe, Gems, Rare Books, Engravings, Clocks, Mathematics and What Not 


R a gregarious and social per- 

son there is a certain tragedy 

about being a.collector. No mat- 

ter how much in love you may 

be with your hobby, you are 
compelled to bottle yourself up on the 
subject unless you happen to run across 
somebody whose hobby is precisely the 
same as yours. Other people say, ‘‘ Ah, 
yes, how very interesting!’’ and move 
away, or else simulate a wild interest 
which is belied by their side glances at 
points from which rescue may impend. 
If in addition to being social and gre- 
garious you are also sensitive, you cork 
yourself; you don’t mention to anybody 
that you are a collector of horsehair 
sofas, and that they are the most beau- 
tiful things in the world, and you talk 
instead about the Bolsheviki, in whom 
you are not in the least interested. It 
fe a tough thing to be madly in love 
and not be able to talk about your leye. 

In 1911 {t occurred to William M. 
Schnitzer, a New York broker, that 
while this condition had gone on since 
collecting began. there was no need for 
it to go on forever; that In the language 
of the law there was no wrong with- 
out a remedy. It also occurred to him 
that a lot of valuable Information was 
going to waste there was no 
one to give it to. 

Pondering on this line, he perceived 
that if a given hobbyist were allowed 
to talk himself out,on his hobby for an 
evening to other hobbyists, they would 
listen with that respect and interest 
which only a hobbyist could give, pro- 
vided that on the next evening they 
also would have the samé opportunity. 
Incidentally they would acquire a lot of 
information of a specialized character 
which otherwise they could not get, if 
they wanted to, and would never seek 
even if they thought, they could find 
it. For who knows so much about a 
subject as the man who has. made 
a hobby of it? You can’t even gican 
from a magazine devoted to coins or 
stamps the curious things that a man 
knows who has pursued coins or stamps 
vigorously and passionately for a life- 
time. 


He broached this idea to other 
hobbyists, Justice Victor J. Dowling 
among them, and found a warm recep- 
tion for it. They had all felt, as he had, 
the waste of getting so much informa- 
tion and not being able to do anything 





assures that. So do its rules ‘and cus- 
toms, It is a dinner club, and after 
each dinner one member discodUrses on 
his hobby. He extra-illustrates it, so to 
speak. That is to say, if he speaks of 
old books, he brings with him thirty or 
forty of them, and when he speaks of 
this or that book he passes it around 
so that the other members have before 
their eyes the thing he is’ talking of. 
Here, of course, we speak of such of 
the dinners as are held at clubhouses. 
Suppose, however, the hobby of the eve- 
ning is paintings, and the dinner is held 
at the speaker’s own home. In that 
case the speaker leads his guests 
through his house and points out the 
paintings of which he has been speak- 
ing.

home of Professor Bashford Dean at 
Riverdale. Professor Dean’s hobby is 
ancient armor, and the dinner was given 
in the room where he keeps nis collec- 
tion. So the guests sat surrounded by 
armor, and the dinner had a highly 
armorial flavor. As he spoke of Roman 
or. Persian or Anglo-Saxon armor the 
guests could turn in their chairs and 
look at the very armor he was speaking 
of, once worn by the warrior whose 
times and customs he was describing. 
For no one can make a hobby of an- 
cient armor without discovering things 
in unwritten history and the life of man- 
kind that he, professor or not, would 
never have known if he had not picked 
on that hobby. 





JTesult was his learning so much about 


Take, for instance, Professor William 
P. Trent, whose hobby is Defoe. He 
had hardly begun his work before he 
discovereg that the standard authorities 
on Defoé had fallep far short of mak- 
ing a complete list of his writings. He 
found, to quote his own words to the 
Hobby Club, ‘that his bibliography 
was still in a state of chaos,” and, he 
adds, “‘I had to choose between con- 
fessing defeat by stopping where they 
had left or pressing forward into an un- 
charted wilderness. Curiosity, dogged- 
ness and a certain sense of responsibil- 
ity as a teacher continually occupied in 
emphasizing the need of minute, accu- 
rate research led me on, and I have 
been going these fifteen years.’’ ‘The 
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Defoe that he found not merely a new 
bibliography, which he had first intend- 
ed to write; but a new biography, to be 
necessary. This is real collecting, not. 
mere mechanical bagging of specimens 
in’ which the collector has-no heart in- 
terest. 

Of course, there is no discussion of 
the subject, in the sense in which that 
word would be used in a people’s forum, 
since nod one present is an expert on 
the subject but the speaker himself. 
But there is an oral questionnaire. The 
speaker usually sits while he is speak- 
ing, and” everything is as informal as 
possible. When he is through with his 
address the other members sitting 
around the table ask questions about 
things that have interested them or 
about which they are not clear, and 
after the subject has been exhausted 
the talk becomes general. 

In this way, then, did Mr. Schnitser 
and his associates take the curse off 
the collector. He need 'not die with all 
his knowledge in him. He can talk to 
his heart’s content to a sympathetic 
audience and at the next dinner he 
will listen reciprocally and learn things 
of which he never dreamed. 

What, for instance, did the collector 
of Shakespeareana know about sun 
dials? Perhaps his idea of them was 
that of a long instrument laid out on 
the grass in some garden, the uses of 
which he did not clearly understand. 
He did not know that even after watches 
were invented George Washington pre- 
ferred the sun dial, and carried it in 
his pocket. He never heard, perhaps, 
of the dainty little thing, as curiously 
made and far more lovingly than a 
modern watch, which our fathers, not 
very far back, carried in their pockets. 
He and the collector of Americana 
probably listened with amazement when 
MY. Tomlinson told them of the time 
when the making of dials was a part of 
the ordinary school curriculum. A long 
time ago, you think? Not so long. Robert 
Burns, said Mr. Tomlinson, giving the 
club some information, ‘in one of his 
letters speaks of being sent to school to 


-} study surveying and dialing.”’ 


Even today thé sun dial has not lost 
its use under conditions still primitive. 
* Guides, ‘huntsmen,’’ Mr. ‘Tomlinson 
told the Hobby Club, ‘‘ and in some in- 
stances the British army use them as 
timepieces when in uninhabited coun- 
tries.” Even after watches came into 
common usé the British navy used the 


beautiful thing, was made by Sir 
Christopher. Wren. 

Professor BE. R. A. Seligman, with the 
hobby of collecting rare works on eco- 
nomic subjects and possessing the 
astounding number of 30,000 such books, 
put the whole subject of real collecting 
and its ramifications into this. nutshell: 


‘““'The marks of an ideal hobbyist, as 
I understand it, consist‘in the love of 
and devotion to making a collection of 
rare and unusual things that are of 
value for literary, artistic, scientific or 
social purposes. The virtues of such a 
hobby are, first, that the collection 
itself should be made—which would 
otherwise not be the case—and second, 
the reflex action upon the collector, who 
becomes not only an expert in that line 
and thereforé a far more interesting in- 
dividual to meet, but who ‘also is able 
to fill out the spare moments of his 
busy existence by an activity that Is 
really worth while; for the formation of 
a fine collection of almost any kind is 
of value to society as a whole." 

When he said “almost any kind” he 
meant what he said.

BPORGH CREEL’S book on “ How 

We Advertised America’ may 

be read as a mére historic post- 

mortem of imperfectly under- 

stood war events—or as the 

human drama of a man who has grown 

bitter over criticism directed at him and 

his friends in the war machine. It is 

apparently the writer's impression that 

all Congress, all the press and most of 

America were in conspiracy against him. 

Rither way the book is read, eh array 
of interesting facts are found. 

There is the story of the famous 
"Fourth of July Fake.’’. Here Créel 
the historian shows that there really 
was an attack by submarines ,on that 
maiden voyage of our transports across 
tHe Atlantic. A real submarine was 
sunk. But the importance of the oc- 
currenet was, as far as the book shows, 
thet this was the first chapter of the 
plot that was weaved about the writer 
of the book. 

“ Of the many lies léveled egainst the 
eommittee during its existence, I think 
I minded this lie the most,” says he. 
Continuing : 

“ Late ih the afternoon of July 3, the 
navy received the flash that announced 
the safe arrival of the last group of 
transports. As the word ‘traveled a 
Sreat happiness took possession of 
every éme. When I entered the office of 
Secretary Daniels, tears were in his 
eyes—the press clamored for details of 
the submarine attack, and I urged the 
verbatim felease of thé cable from Ad- 
m‘ral Gleaves. The high admirals flat- 
ly refused permission, informing me that 
it was the immemorial policy of the 
navy, in time of War, not to employ the 
language of @ message comihg, in code, 
as it would acquaint the enemy With the 
cipher. Out of his relief, his pride, his 
joy, Mr. Daniels gave me his ideas’ as 
to subject matter. With every corre- 
spendéent panting for the release and 
with wires cleared for the sending, there 
was ho time fof word picking, even had 
the emotions of the moment not pre- 
cludéd all thoughts of style.” . 

And go the messagé was written, ih 
the @ramatic language which will be re- 
called, though three years and more 
have passed. Three days later The As- 
sociated Press received a dispatch from 
its Londoén correspondent, stating that 
it wasn’t so—that there hadn't been any 
attack at all—that the officers. of the 
American Fiotilla Base in Bnglith 
waters said there hadin’t been any “' bat- 
tle ’’—an@ that the submarine had been 
a floating spar, 

By the time the ‘investigations had 
tracked down the truth of the story: 
that the cable had been ohly a private 
mes#age Sent by a correspondent to his 
chief, reporting a casual tonversation 
on the docks with unknown officers; 
that it had néver been intended for 
publication anyway—the public had had 
time so to lose interest in the story, 
that to gain an atidience was as diffi- 
éult as for a certain Ancient Mariner 
to get a hearing for his albatross. And 
meantime Mr. Creel had held his un- 
fortuhate conversation with the press 





ecofrespondents in which he used the 
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land and in every othe: land where the

fatal words, “‘ctyptic’” and “@abora- 
tion” which hed betn flashe@ OB the 
wires all over the continent. 

“In the coufse of ‘What I thought was 
an informal conversation with #séveral 
orrespondents,”’ he writes, ** I was try- 
ing to explain the point of view of 
Admirals.

In his most 
brazen menner Penrose declared that 
the American public had been ‘ regaled 
on the Fourth of July with the bom- 
bastic account of a battle that never 
occurred,’ relating to a squadron that

Then foilows the verbatim report of 
Admiral Gleason at considerable length

submarine and all—with nothing left out 
but the spectacular language which had 
merely implied by its florescence and 
hot really stated that a “ major engage- 
ment’? had s6ccurred. 

**But What happened?’ the author 
adds. ‘“‘The Senate ignored the report, 
and the présa, almost without exception, 
chopped it to pieces and printed it ob- 
securely as the ‘last chapter of an un- 
fortunate, incident.’ " 

He has a chapter called “ The Com- 
mittee’s * Alreraft Lies.’”’ When mis- 
leading captions were writteh uhder the 
pictures it Was merely the " misguided 
enthusiasm of a young subordinate, un- 
der the thrall of Colonel Deeds’s enthus- 
iaem, which caused him to write cap- 
tions that were flamboyant.

That, of caurse, was long before the 
Bighteenth Amendment, which both vig- 
erously opposed, bloomed in the Ameri- 
can desert,’ and before the Colonel re- 
tired from his editorial. chair.. Prob- 
ably there will be few to mourn Reedy’s 
passing more sincerely than ‘‘ Marse 
Henry.” , } 

But although Colonel Watterson is 
known’ almost wholly for his pyrotech- 
nic, partisan. editorials, ‘ Bill’’. Reedy 
achieved fame here and abroad primari- 
ly as a literary critic. - His swift recog- 
nition of talent in young writers as well 
as his searching judgments upon those 
already established gave him an enviable 

’ prestige. Moreover, he owned as well as 
edited his publication, so that he was 
somewhat less hampered in the candid 
voicing of his opinion than was the edi- 
tor of The Courier-Journal. It has been 
e@aid more than once that Reedy was the 
only man in this land.of the free who 
really could express himself. ‘* The 
most interesting editor in. America,’’ 
Witter Bynner (a frequent contributor 
to his paper) called him. 

Those unacquainted with Reedy were 
likely to be somewhat overawed by his 
triple-plated name and his reputation as 
@ maker and unmaker of literary king- 
pins. A’ first meeting was enough: to 
dispel such impressions. Never. was 
mortal more unassuming than Reedy, 
lever a writer of achieved success less 
puffed up by success. His was an 
‘abounding and catholic friendliness. 
Barbers and cabdrivers were at ease 
with hirh, who was the intimate of liter- 
ary bigwigs. Those who knew him re- 
member his simplicity and humor and 
a@pproachableness first, his reputation 
as a man of letters second. His genius 
for friendship none could mistake, His 
literary genius some may dispute now 
bécause, as 6ne man put it, Reedy ‘‘took 
his genius too Hghtly.’”' 

A Reader, a Writer, a Talker. 

Reedy was an omnivorous reader.. He 
had an encyclopedic memory, and was 
notorious for his contempt-of reference 
books, with a reputation for meticulous 
accuracy which justified his- indepen- 
dence. The'man is yet to be found, ‘60 
‘tis sald, who has read anything. worth 
reading that. Reedy hadn’t read first. 
Publisiers sent him advance proofs of 
Novels and poems in the hope they 

‘would please him. He was the confi- 
dant of Cabinet members and Senators 
and Presidents, prior to Woodrow Wil- 
son. Theodore Roosevelt was 2 warm 
friend. More than once Reedy was sum- 
moned to Washington to explain the po- 
Htical ‘state of mind of the Middle West. 
When he started his paper he was a 
sound-money Democrat, and he was In- 

. dependent ever afterward. He was a 
Single Taxer, and preached the goapel 
according to Henry George, but, like 
George, he had no stomach for Social- 
ism. He was a member of the Commit- 
tee of Forty-eight, and presided at its 
first meeting in St. Louis. When. the 


attempt to fuse half a dozen rebelifous ' 


factions at Chicago failed,- Reedy was 
*t00 politically wise to be much cut up 

about it. He had hardly expected much 

better to issue from the Cave of Abdul- 

lam, as he called the joint conventions 
". there. 

Reedy introduced to the reading pub- 
lic many now famous, and was the chief 
sponsor of ‘“‘ Patience Worth,’’. the pur- 
Ported personality of a woman in Eng- 
land long ago whose books Mra: John 
H. Curran received via ouija. Patience 

_ Was fond of jesting about Reedy’s avoir- 
dupois, and usually referred to him in 
archaic English as ‘ Fat-a-wide.’’’ He 
had the most generous expanse of shirt- 
front ever seen at a St. Louis banquet 
board, with the possible exception of 
Fred Lehmenn’s, and either at a ban- 


the middle of another sentence— 


editorials and kept his paper going. He 
wrote voluminously and, {it seemed, tire- 
lessly; “but* his friends knew he some- 
times grew a-weary of his ‘’ job,”’ as he 
called it. As the national political con- 
ventions approached he tried to make up 
his mind which to attend, and com- 
pared himsélf ina letter to the cele- 
brated ass equidistant from two bales of 
hay and utterly ungble to make up its 
mind which to‘eat. The upshot of it 
was that he went to both. 
Stricken in San Francisce. 

After ‘‘ covering’’. the Democratic Con- 
vention for his magazine, where the 
Missouri delegation gave him a compli- 
mentary vote for the Presidency, Reedy 








went to Los Angeles, and was busy 
writing editorials one morning when two ! 
earthquakes occurred. In the midst of 
a sentence about the community prop- 
erty law in California he broke off with— | 
“ There! A shock of earthquake while 
I’m writing this, Friday morning. ‘The 
house rocks first up and down joltingly, 
then oscillates sideways, with a slight 
rumbling sound as if an exceptionally 
heavy truck were passing on the street. 
For a second or two the conversation in 
the house stops, then is resumed with 
accompaniment’ of laughter. The inci- 
dent will get ten lines In the afternoon 
Paper, unless the ftremblor has done 
‘some damage elsewhere within its radius 
of action: Promptly it is forgot and I 
Tresume—’’ . 
And he picked up the sentence where 
he had broken off.. But later, while he 
was describing ‘‘ The Pilgrimage,’’ Cal- 
ifornia’s Passion Play, he broke off in 


“There it ie again!’’ He described 
the physical effects of the shock, out- 
ward and inward. ‘‘-You.have intima- 
tions of interfor uncertainty,’’ he con- 
fided, and admitted that it was a re- 
markable experience, this editing in an 
earthquake. <A ribald friend telephoned 
him: . “ Howje like that one? The next 
is. for the drinks! Doesn't it beat a 
Missouri shakedown of Presidential can- 
didates?’” Reedy was a little disquieted 
at.this familiarity. ‘‘ I've heard of peo- 
ple who spoke disrespectfully of the 
equator,”’ ‘he wrote, “‘but just now. I 
would rather frreverent persons would 
not say anything about an earthquake 
that might make it mad."’ 

If ‘the danger had been graver Reedy 
Would still have miade a jest of it. His 
high-hearted ‘courage when he lost one 
eye and was threatened: with the loss of 
the other amply demonstrated the stuff 
he was made of. » Even his close friends 
say they heard. no whimper from him in 
that trying time. ; 

Reedy had visited New York for sev- 
eral weeks each during the last several 
Summers, and was to have come on this 
year. . Returning through San Francisco 
to St. Louls, where his magazine was 
published, he was stricken with angina 
pectoris at the home of a friend. He 
had friends everywhere and was seldom 
permitted to remain in a hotel as long 
as twenty-four hours after he arrived 
in a town. : 

Reedy was 68 years old and had owned 
The Mirror, since. 1896. The magazine 
was s0 markedly a paper with a person- 
ality that ita. future is uncertain. If it 
passes, young writers will see it go with 
tears in their eyes, because Reedy was 
known far and wide for the encourage- 
ment he gave young writers. He printed 
Fannie Hurst's first story, and “ dis- 
covered’”’ Edgar Lee Masters. The 
**Speon River Anthology ’’ first ran 
serially in fhe Mirror. Instances of 
that kind of service in the cause of let- 
ters might be multiplied. 

Born in Kerry Patch, St. Louis, a 
neighbor of Frank P. Walsh, Reedy was 
educated at St. Louis University and 
worked for newspapers in that city be- 
fore he bought The Mirror. New York 
and Chicago and San Francisco and 
London thought more of him than did 
his home town, perhaps because a writer 
is not. without honor save where he 
writes. St. Louis Kked him, of <¢ourse. 
Those who knew him loved him.

To be frang and clear, the majority

Americans, who @fe usually not very 
well informed: on Near Eastern politics,

BEEFSTEAK.AND SHOES. 


To the Editor ef The New York Times: 

We have-been very much interested 
in a short article appearing in THS 
New Yoru Times of July lith under 
the caption, “ Beefsteak and Shoes.”’ 

The article suggests that the packers 
and the shoe manufacturers “get to- 
gether for the purpose of enlightening 
the publie on the relationship between 
plenty of beef and continually rising 
prices of footwear,’’ on the ground that 
it is difficult for the uninformed to 
understand why leather and shoes 
should. be high when there are plenty 
of beef animals. 

We are giad to have this opportunity 
to point out that while there is a very 
close» relation between the prices of 
shoes, leather, and hides (for the simple 
reason that: hides are converted into 
leather, and leather into shoes), no such 
relation exists betweén the price of 
these things, as a group, and beef 
prices. This is because hides are a by- 
product of beef. The production of one 
means the production of the other, and 
they are used for entizely different pur- 
poses, with the result that the prices of 
the two commodities may fluctuate in 
opposite directions. 

A condition of this kind developed 
in the Spring of 1919.. The price of 
cattle was falling and the price of hides 
was rising. ‘There was some «criticism 
then that the packers were manipulating 
prices. 

As -@ matter of fact, this price trend 
was @ perfectly natural phenomenon. 
In the case of both beef and leather, 
prices are determined by world condi- 
tions over which the packers have ro 
control. During the war large quanti- 
ties of leather had been- used up both in 
shoes and military equipment, and the 


central nations of Burope had been un- 


able to replenish their supplies from the 
outside. With the cessation of hostili- 
ties there was a tremendous demand for 
hides and leather at the very time when 
there was a world shortage. Under 
these conditions the price of hides rose. 
Exports of leather from this count 
which amounted to 26,000,000. pounds 
1918, rose to 122,000,000 in 1919, 

The fallin the price of cattle is ex- 
plained by the fact that the export de- 
mand for beef greatlytdeciined.. Hurope 
was willing to pay for American hides 
and leather, but not for American beef. 
Exports of fresh beef declined from 
614,000,000 pounds in 1918 to 174,000,- 
000 pounds in 1919. 

Since August of last year the price of 
hides has been falling. Exports of 
hides and leather have not been going 
forward at the same rate. If hides con- 
tinue to decline it will mean, of course, 
lower leather prices and possibly lower 
shoe prices.. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that’ the cost of producing a shoe

Tt also bana be clearly understood 
that the greater part of packer hides 
is. Used for sole, belting and harness 
leather and for uppers in the cheaper 
grades of men’s-shoes.. The leather used 
in uppers of women’s shoes, and in the 
higher grades of men’s shoes, in which 
the. greatest price increases have oc- 
curred, tomes from goat and calf skins. 

There is.one other point to be noted. 
The article seems to assume that cattle 
have been plentiful. As @ matter of 
fact, the receipts of cattle at seven 
principal markets, and hence the domes- 
tic supply of hides, was 5.2 per cent. 
lower in 1919-thanm in 1918. And from 
Jan. 1 to July. 17 of this year receipts 
were 467,000 head less than during the 
Same period in 4919, and 963,000 less 
than in 1918. In spite of this smaller 
supply of cattle, however, hide prices 
have fallen during the last year owing 
to.a decrease in demand. 

We trust we have made a clear ex- 
planation as to why there is no necessary 
relation between the price of beefsteak 
and the price of shoes, and we hope that 
our views may find a place in your 
columns.

NORTHWARD HO! 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Tue Tiuwes of July 26, reference is 
made to, Secretary Daniels’s return from 
Alaskap and his glowing accounts of 
what he saw, and then some remarks 
are made upon the Winter climate. 

I was on the Alaska Boundary Sur- 
vey, whose Chief, Thomas Riggs, Jr., 
is now Governor of the Territory, and 
when our expedition was in the region 
of the headwaters of the White, Tanaria, 
and Copper Rivers, where the cold in 
Winter is about the greatest except 
along the immediate Arctic Ocean, we 
met and talked with numerous trappers 
and prospectors who mostly wintered 
there. 

Many of these men were from either 
the New. England States or from the up- 
per Missouri Valley, and, pictures of 
perfect health as they were, they all 
agreed that the extreme dryness of the 
Alaska cold rendered it far more endur- 
able than that of the Dakotas or the 
moister cold of such places as New 
York. 

This Alaska cold is without winds or 
much snow; the average snowfall is 
often less than three feet for the whole 
year, and in mid-winter a month will 
pass without more than a trace. And it 
is absolutely calm when it is coldest. 
A Winter like the last one in New York 
is far more trying than one in Alaska’s 
interior plateau. 

There is an abundance of the finest 
firewood (spruce, birch and balsam), 
and due to the cloudless state of the 
sky, the snow blanket and the wonder- 
ful clearness of the air, even the nights 
which have no moon are not the pitch 
black which so many people think them 
to be. And very often the nights are 
rendered light and glorious by exhibi- 
tions of the Aurora Borealis. 

The game laws of the district also 
add to the comfort of life there, as, to 
quote from the game laws: 

** Any game animal or game bird may 
be killed by natives at/ any time for 
food and clothing or by miners or ex- 
plorers at any time when in need of 
food.”’ 

Our party of over forty men had fresh 
meat all the time, and our hunter could 
have killed enough for four hundred 
men &s easily. The lakes and. streams 
teem with trout and grayling. Any one 
who can stand the New England Win- 
ters would thrive in Alaska.

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article on ‘‘ Foreign and 
Domestic Trade” in today’s Timms has in- 
térested me from the consumer’s point of 
view.

Below is given a table of pre-war 
rents and maximum rents, which can 
now be charged to tenants under the re- 
cently passed Rent. Act, which com- 
menced July 2, 1920, and will expire, 
in Scotland on Whitsunday. 1923. 

Under this act houses in Scotland are 
divided ‘into thrée classes, to which dif- 
ferent conditions are applied. In all 
probability, the rents of occupying pro- 
prietors will be. assessed in accordance 
with the general increase of rents paid 
by tenants who are not proprietors. 

Houses of a rent not exceeding £21, to 
which the House Letting Act applies, 
are subject to a maximum increase of 
80 per cent. on the standard rent as at 
August, 1914, with the addition of the 
difference between the amount of the 
landlords’: rates for 1919-20, and the 
similar amount in 1913-14. which is 8d. 
in the £ in Edinburgh and Leith. 

The increase may be exacted after 
four weeks’ notice from all tenants 
other than tenants holding leases for 
more than a year. Twenty-five per 
cent. of the increase is subject to. the 
condition of the houses being kept in 
reasonable repair by the- proprietor. 
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of houses between £60 and 
£90 of rent a maximum increase of 40 
per cent. is allowed by the act. Wher- 
ever such houses have already been let 
for the current year, no increase can be 
made in the rent until thé expiry of 
the current agreement. Houses let on 
lease for more than one year are, of 
course, excluded from the effect of this 
provision. 

The maximum increase allowed by the 
act in respect of business premises is 
60 per cent. during the current year. 
The same conditions as to the incidence 
of the. increase apply to shops as to 
houses—in a yearly let of shops under 
£60, the increase takes effect after four 
weeks’ notice; in shops between £60 and 
£90 the increase only takes effect after 
the expiry of current agreements. °

New Line Supplements the Existing Extension of the Interborough Subway and Affords 
a Direct Route Without Transfer Crosstown and Downtown From Queens Borough 
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BUILDING FEW HOUSES. 


Acute Home Scarcity In Boston, but 
Garages Are Plentiful. 

While New York is still suffering from 
@ serious scarcity of dwelling space, 
conditions in other parts of the country 
do not appear to be materially improv- 
ing. Reports from many of the leading 
Western cities show that the demand is 


| still very much greater than the supply 
and a recent report on the: building sit- 
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uation in Boston during the first six 
months of this year presents a discour- 
aging picture toward supplying much 
needed homes for the forthcoming. year. 
The City Planning Board of -Boston 
states that unfilled requests ror: lismes 
aggregate more than 3,000. and that the 
existing shortage of houses for the -en- 
tire city might be estimated a: prac- 
tically 4,000. In the-Jamaica Plain reaf- 
dential section, one real: estate broker 
reported. that it would be easy to dis- 
pose of 800 six-room houses for $6,000 
apiece. 

The six months’ building report -of 
Boston showed ‘that permits had been 
granted for only forty-one private 
dwellings and eight apartinent houscés 
and all of these were of a modest type 
of construction and cost. The eight 
apartment. houses will aggregate in es- 
timated cost, only $495,000 and only\two 
dwellings will cost as much as $30,000. 
Thirty-seven of the dwéllings show ‘an 
aggregate structural cost of $325,000, 
averaging leas than $10,000 aptece, 

Despite this lack of much needed house 
building, comment ia made that garage 
construction neyer was more active, the 
six months’ permits showing a total of 
293, involving an outlay of $1,052,214, 
Superintendent Miller’s recent six 
months’ report for Manhattan reveals a 
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similar tendency here, for plans were 
filed during that period for 269 garages 
and stables, the vast majority being 
gareges. Toward providing housing 
space for Manhattan residents, the first 
half of this year brought out only ten 
dwelling plans, fifteen for apartments 
and two for hotels. 

Boston has been no more successful 
than many other cities in influencing

capital to undertake house. construction. 
Mayor Peters, a short time ago, started 
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a movement, following action by the 
City Council, to interest capital In build- 
ing operations. Several conferences 
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were held with banking and financial 
interests, the idea being to erect houses 
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by a corporation financed by capitalists 
and sell them to owners on an easy 
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payment plan. Little hope of its success 
is held out, owing, chiefly, to the-un- 
settled condition in the material and la- 
bor markets and what is called, evident- 
ly with considerable justice, inflated 
values. 

Rents are advancing in Boston, and 
it is sald that more than 6,500 families 
have placed their furniture in storage. 
Many are living outside of Boston and 
others are forced into lodging houses, 
taking accommodations much inferior to 
those they formerly enjoyed. The month 
of September, it is said, will see a large 
exodus from Boston t.ho 
and Gwellings when the new higher rent 
schedule will go into. effect.

Operation this morning of the first 
train over the Broadwey-Fifty-ninth 
Street extension of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit subway system to its new east- 
ern terminus at the Queensboro Plaza 
adds the third transit line connecting 
Manhattan with the Bridge Plaza, Long 
Island City. . 

It affords a direct route without 
transfer crosstown and downtown from 
Queensboro through Broadway, Man- 
hattan, to Brooklyn. 

This new acquisition supplements the 
existing Interborough subway (Queens- 
boro extension) and the Second Avenue 
elevated line, all three of which now 
meet in the large transfer station at the

transit line now permits of greater dis- 
patch in travel between these two im- 
portant sections of the city, the Queens- 
boro Plaza being separated by only a 
fifteen-minute run from Grand Central 
and Times Square; a ten-minute run 
from Fifty-ninth Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue and a seventeen-minute run from 
the Pennsylvania Terminal. 

This proximity of the Bridge Plaza 
“district of Long Island City’ permits of 
relief of Manhattan’s congestion at the 
belt of the island, which has recently 
been developing commercially to 
precedented proportions, by the t 
formation of hotels like the Knicker- 


‘bocker and Manhattan for utilization as 


office buildings, by the Park-Madison 
co-operative office structure now being 
erected, by the Liggett-Winchester-Ley 
building in course of construction by the 
Fred T. Ley Company, Inc., at Madison 
Avenue and Forty-second Street, the 
Heckscher building at.

That the neck of the hour glass is 
broad enough to accommodate such 
enormous traffic is shown by the fact 
that the Queensboro Plaza is 250 feet in 
width, thus- permitting the erection of 
high buildings, whereas the width’ of 
sixty feet on the ordinary -business 
thoroughfares makes it practically im- 
possible to build more than eight stories 
in height without setbacks, which so 
reduce floor area that only in excep- 
tional places would it pay to erect them 
higher.
